I have the honour to submit the usual Analysis of the Publications 
registered under Act XXV of 1867 during 1880. 

2. The number of publications catalogued during the year amounted 
in all to 875, or 100 works more than last year; and they may be first 
classified as follows

Compared with the figures for the previous year, a perceptible in- 
crease is observable in the more important item of Books and Pamphlets 
and only a slight decrease under the other two heads. 

8. An abstract of the result of a second classification under three

Total "875 was a noteworthy increase 

under the head of Original 

Works, the number being 209 
against 156 of the previous year, the several numbers of the serial publi- 
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cations in the Hindu vernaculars and periodical journals mainly contri- 
buting to this result. There was, however, a considerable falling ofiE in 
the number of new translations and adaptations of standard authors, and 
a corresponding rise in the number of new reprints of old works and 
translations of the same. 

4. Distributed by languages, a little over 10 per cent, of the regis- 
tered works were in English, about 77 per cent, in the vernacular 
languages of the Presidency, 7 per cent, in the Oriental classical 
languages,, and 6 per cent, in more than one language. 

5. If these percentages be compared with those for 1879, it will be 
seen that the Tamil works, then noticed as being numerically high, were 
higher still in 1880, and similarly, the Telugu, Canarese, and Sanscrit 
works show a continuous advance, while there was a falling off in the 
number of works in English and Malayalam and in all the Mussulman 
languages. 

6. The first table in the accompanying Analysis divides the publica- 
tions of the year under review under fifteen other heads in the order of 
subjects, and I shall now proceed to notice in general terms what call for 
special remarks : — 

Biography. — I have nothing new or important to notice tinder this 
head, the few registrations during the year being reprints of short verna- 
cular papers or mere tracts. In fact, lengthy reliable biograplries^ pro- 
perly so called, are rare in native literature, either vernacular of classical. 

Drama and Fiction, — There appears to have been a greater activity and 
more original effort in these two than in many other departments of 
native literature during the year. Of the new publications two metrical 
translations of Shakespeare's Merchant of Venice;^^ an adaptation of the 
Comedy of Errors and of " Winter^s^^ Tale ; a new Oriental drama in 
five Acts entitled " Naudaka Rajyam and " Raja Sekhara,'' an instruc- 
tive novel — all in Telugu — are worthy of mention. A Sequel to the; 
Arabian Nights Entertainment in Tamil, and a Malayalam version of 
" Aladin's Wonderful Lamp'^ — a translation got up by the School Book 
and Vernacular Literature Society under the Prize Scheme of the 
Maharaja of Travancore, — ^are also noteworthy under the head of Fiction. 

History, — The historical works entered are chiefly reprints used in 
schools. The only new publication in English is a Tentative List of 
Books and some manuscripts relating to the History of the Portuguese 
in India by Dr. A. C. Burnell. 

Language. -^This embraces School Readers — the most noteworthy 
of which are those of the Madras series, published by Government, and 
others published by the Christian Vernacular Education Society — Gram- 
mars, Vocabularies, Dictionaries, and University Text Books. A prose 
translation of the first two books of Milton^s Paradise Lost and Picture 
Lesson Books for Tamil children may also be mentioned as a new effort 
worthy of notice. 

Itaw. — This head also is somewhat fuller than last year, and includes, 
among other reprints, Mayne^s Treatise on Hindu Law and Usage ; 
Cunningham^s Indian Evidence Act ; the Institutes of Menu according 
to the glossary of KuUuka, comprising the Indian system of duties, reli- 
gious and civil ; a Manual of the Land Tenure of Malabar and the Law 
of Mavumokottiyam^ the Indore Hplkar's Penal Code ; and Weir's Sup- 
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plement to the Law of Offences and Criminal Procedure, as expounded 
by the High Court of Madras, with a useful Appendix. 

Medicine.'^The publications under this head are all reprints excepting 
the Tamil version of Dr. Cunningham^s Sanitary Primer, and Cate- 
chisms on Vaccination in the English and Vernacular languages. The 
reprints are the old venerated treatises on the native system of medicine. 

Miscellaneous. — This comprehends small School Geographies, Copy 
books, and Copy slips; Culinary Jottings in English and Tamil; pam- 
phlet on Tobacco planting, on Christianity and Education ; the Indian 
Civil Service List for 1880 ; and Pen and Ink sketches of Native Life 
in Southern India, besides minor nondescript publications. Among the 
literary and other periodicals included under this head may be noticed 
the new number of the Madras J ournal of Literature and S<»eiice. 

Poetry is represented by a number of reprints, vernacular and clas- 
sical. The five English publications are University Text Books. 

Politics. — The two entries under this head are Mr. Thorburn^s pam- 
phlet on India Solvent/^ and a reprint of an old but rare report to 
Government on the Land Tenures of Malabar. Both deserve special 
mention. 

Philosophy. — The English book coming under this head is the re- 
print of Adam Smithes Essay on the Principles which lead and direct 
Philosophical Enquiries, illustrated by the History of Astronomy. The 
vernacular, works are old treatises in the Vedanta Philosophy; and there are 
also two small Sanscrit Manuals of Indian Logic, not to be easily had 
heretofore except in manuscript in this part of the country. 

Religion, as might be expected, is found to have received in the period 
under report the greatest amount of attention in the field of literature, 
the number of books published on this subject being 47 per cent, of the 
total works for the year. But they seem to follow Sie same groove as 
heretofore presenting no features of importance. Of the 414 works, 105 
are Christian, 13 Mahomedan, and 296 Hindu, the last group showing 
a marked advance, and the first two a decrease when compared with last 
year's figures. 

Science. — ^The Mathematical works are all Text Books for schools and 
helps to Examination candidates. Under the head of Natural Science 
may be noticed Cook's Experimental teaching of Chemistry, and the 
School Book Society's Natural History of Animals with beautiful illus- 
trations, the first publication of the kind intended for the young. 

Travel. — A well got up readable volume, under the title of ^* Furlough 
Reminiscences,'' containing certain rambling reflections, observations^ 
an incidents, compiled from the diary of a holiday spent by an Anglo- 
Indian in England, is the only new work to be noticed here. A new 
edition of Under the Southern Cross*' is the other book under this head 
brought out with illustrations. 

7. Of the 875 publications registered, 178 are educational and 697 
non-educational, the former figure being much the same as last year. 

8. I am glad to be able to report progress in copyright registration 
which is not optional, 101 copyrights having been registered during the 
year against 83 entered last year. Of these, seven cases are the new 
Bchoal books of the Educational Department.

In conformity with the instructions contained in the Resolution of 
the Government of India, No. 10-707, dated the 28th April 1875, 1 
have the honour to submit a review and analysis of the publications 
registered in the Quarterly Catalogues for the year 1880. 

2. The total number of publications registered during the year under 
report is 980, that is, 117 less than in the year previous. These 980 pub- 
lications may be classified as follows •

The decrease in the number of bool^s is, to some extent, attributable 
to the discontinuance in the year under report of reprints of certain 
Purans and works on Vedantism, which used to be published in .monthly 
parts for the convenience of subscribers. These reprints comprised^ 
among other works, Dnyaneshwari and the Vedant Samuha and the 
Purans known as the Sarth Ch&turmasya, the Sarth Garuda, and the 
Sarth Krishna Janma Ehanda. 

2. On dividing the 980 publications into two classes, according to the 
languages in which they are written, whether Oriental or European, it 
appears that the publications in Oriental languages form, as was 
naturally to be expected, the great majority of the publications-—

5. The '10 publications in the Ko^lit^K Lni^imoe shown in tlie above 
statenietit incliuie jonniui?^ ol: aiiliqntiriiio, litem ry iiinl suetarinn interest^ 
official reports, books of roferenco, such as (xindcs to Jjomb^iy niul Poona, 
calculators usernl to the (Commercial and trading; cIiisscf^, si IkjoI uianuals 
and school paport?, and a, few works of literary^ historical^ scicnIiHc ot* 
rclig'ious interest. Of these the following may be more particularly 
noticed : — 

6. "The yieipsitudcs of Aiyan Civilization in Indiii"— an es^^ay 
which treats of the History of the Yedic and Buddhistic ]>olitiesj ex- 
plaining their orii^in^ prosperity and decline^ was awarded a prize at the 
Congress of Oriental isr^ts held at Florence in The subject of the 
essay is of vast extent, and the work evinces a close and fii miliar ae- 
quaiutanee with the history, philosophy j hiuj,^uaf,''cSj and religion of the 
Indian Aryans. The Congress observodj with reierence to it, that " the 
aothorj wlio is ci'rtainly a Hindoj enters with run eh coirmge^ hut also 
with much energy of intellect and soulj into the precincts of Eu ro|>ean 
seieneCj and discusses all f^ubjecls with an assurance which might appear 
Bevere and wanting a good foundation^ but for his vast erntiition and 
originality J espociully in what eooeerns the literature of ludin/^ The 
work is an elaborate elneidatiou of some qui!stions of old Indian history 
from a native standpoint* The History of Maiidu, the ancient capital 
of Mahva/' is a reprint of a work origin ally iiublishe<I in ISlt^by an 
unknown author under the novi de phim.e of ^'A Boml^ay i^nbaUern." 
It gives the description of nn old fort and city which had attained his- 
torical renown at one time^ but are now in ruins. Mandu is situated 
65 miles S.-^S.-W. of OojeiUj the capital of the famous king Wikrama- 
ditya. The *^ History of the j^fcdical Art, past and present/^ is a con- 
dmised account from the pen of a native author, a graduate of tlie 
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Grant Medical College, of the history and progress of medicine and 
medical practitioners from the remotest ages down to the present time. 

A hand-book to the Geology, Botany, and Zoology of Sind " is a pub- 
licition described by the author in his preface as a "work not intended 
to supersede anything which has already been written on any of the 
difi^rent subjects treated in regard to Sind, but to bring together, so far 
as materials are available and from personal collection, research, and 
observation, chiefly from collections made for the Karachi Museum, such 
info-mation as would prove of interest in regard to the Geology, Botany, 
and Zoology of Sind, and the supply a much-felt want of a convenient 
Jhand-book/^ The work entitled " Contributions to the study of Indo- 
-Portiguese Numismatics, Fasciculus 1/' contains general observations on 
the iistitution of mints by the Portuguese in India, and a description 
of cans of the lowest value. Fasciculus II of the same work contains 
a description of the coins successively issued, in chronological order, 
until 1850, the memorable year in which Portugal became an appanage 
a' the Spanish Crown. "An Apology for Mahomed ^Ms a small con- 
toversial tract in favour of Mahomedanism as compared with Christia- 
iity, re-published by Munshi Shaikh Hasan valad Shaikh Ch&nd Junar- 
Jar. The author, John Davenport, is said to have been a devout Chris- 
tan, and to have written the work, not from any leaning towards 
ilaraism or its professors, but certainly ftom his own conviction of the 
ict that the missionaries and the Christian writers of the life of Maho- 
led have, partly through bigotry and partly through mental blindness, 
ised him very ill, have treated him very uncharitably, and have unpar- 
onably deceived their own conscience in judging of him. " Papers for 
"houghtful Readers " is the title of a series which the Christian Tract 
nd Book Society of Bombay publishes for the benefit of educated 
prsons, particularly natives of India. The object of the series is to 
jiace before the thinking portion of the English-knowing public the 
taims of Christianity and other cognate questions. Two numbers of 
le series have already been published. ^^Nott^s Brigade in Afgbanis- 
%n, 1888-42, being the private diary of an oflScer who served in it 
:om first to last,^^ is said to be the work of ^* one of the only two surviv- 
)g officers who marched with the army of the Indus from first to last.*^ 
t was published at an opportune juncture, and must have proved very 
cceptable to a large number of military readers, particularly the offiders 
jho took part in the recent campaign. The well-known periodical. 
The Indian Antiquary,'^ full of curious oriental erudition, fully sup- 
orts its high character, and continues to disseminate useful information 
n antiquarian subjects. ''The Quarterly Journal of the Poena Sar- 
trajanika Sabha^^ has been already noticed at some length in previous 
eports. It continues to be conducted by natives, and now and then 
fontains well-written articles in its "Independent section.^^ "The 
rheosophist, started in 1879 with the object of diffusing information 
)n Oriental philosophy, art, literature, and occultism, embracing mes- 
nerism, spiritualism and other secret sciences, still continues to be 
popular with a large section of young educated natives and to command 
in extensive circulation, 

7. The only Portuguese work " Ilha do Elephante,^^ is a brief des- 
cription of the well-known Elephanta Caves near Bombay. 
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8. I now proceed to notice the publications iii Oriental languages 
registered during the year under review. They are written, as usual, in 
one^ two, or more languagest Four great vernaculars are in use in this 
Presidency, viz,, Marathi, Gujarati, Kanarese, and Sindi. Hindustani 
in its two dialects, Hindi and Urdu, is also the vernacular of a consider- 
able portion of the population. Publications in these living languiges 
are shown collectively in the fourth column of the statement appelded 
to this report. The population of the Presidency being compos«l of 
different races and professing different religions, several sacred andclas* 
eical languages — such as Sanskrit, Magadhi, Arabic, Persian, Zen<? and 
Pehlwi — are studied, and more or less books are published in these dead 
languages every year. The works which appeared in some of the^ an- 
cient tongues during the year under report are shown in the fifth cdumn 
of the statement appended to this report. 

9. The orders of the Government of India, referred to in the Ist 
paragraph of this report, require that publications should be classified,'^ 
firstly, as original works^ translations, and reproductions ; secondly, is 
educational or non-educational^ according to the object with which ther 
ai"e written ; thirdly, according to the languages in which they appea]( 
and lastly, according to their subject matter, as biographies, drama^ 
works of fiction. Sec. &c. Of the 889 publications in Oriental language 
registered during the year under report, 298 — that is, about 32*96 pe 
cent. — may be classed as original works, 43 or 4*84 per cent, are trans 
lations, and 553 or 62*20 per cent, are reprints. Again, of the totsj 
number of 889 publications, 120 or 13*5 per cent, are educational, an< 
the remaining: 769 or 86*5 per cent, non-educational works. Classifying 
the publications according to language, it may be noticed, in the firs; 
instance, that the number of publications which appeared in more thai 
one language is 279, or 31'38 per cent, of the total number of publi 
cations in Oriental languages. In the year 1878 and 1879 the number o; 
publications under this head was unusually large, owing, as was exi 
plained in the reports for those years, to the increased desire evinced b) 
publishers to place before the Marathi-reading public old Purans it 
Sanskrit, with their translations into Marathi. The issue of these pub* 
lications has suddenly ceased, owing, it is believed, to the publisher^ 
having found the work unremunerative. Of the 279 publications issued 
in 1880 in more than one oriental language, 151 or 64*12 per cent, ar^ 
Sansferit-Marathi books, mainly of the above nature. Turning to th^ 
publications in a single language, it is noticeable that almost every yea^ 
Marathi works constitute the great majority of the publications. Latter-I 
ly the number of publications in Gujarati has sometimes approached: 
very close to those in Mardthi, and sometimes exceeded them by a fewj 
publications. In the year under report, the former has again consider-j 
ably preponderated over the latter, owing to the re-production, in monthly j 
parts, of works on Vedantism, such as the Dnyaneshwari and the Prakrit I 
Eknathi Bhag^awat. The publications in Marathi amount to 343, or 
38*58 per cent, of the total number of publications in Oriental language 
es> while those in Gujardti number 150, or nearly 17 per cent, of the 
total. Thus the great vernaculars of Maharashtra and Gujarat absorb 
between them 56*5 per cent., or more than half of the total number of 
publications in Oriental languages. That the populations speaking the 
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other vernaculars of the Presidency are still very backward in edncation 
and literary activity is a fact which comes prominently to notice year 
after year in reviewing the statistics of publications registered in this 
office. The publications in Hindi and Urdu, the two forms of Hindustani, 
number respectively 6 and 19, or •? and 214 per cent, of the total num- 
ber of publications in Orientsil languages, and half of them are reprints. 
The publications in Sindi number 9, of which 6 are in Arabic Sindi and 
8 in Hindu Sindi, and two-thirds of them are mere re-publications. The 
four publications in Canarese registered during the year, of which two 
are original and two translations, are all of them merely school manuals. 
Tlie single work in Marw^i is a translation of the popular Hindu medical 
work entitled " Satik Amrit Sagar.^' The proportion which the publi- 
cations appearing in the classical languages bear to the total number of 
publications in Oriental languages is very small, being 8*77 per cent^ Of 
the 78 publications in classical languages, 59 or 6*64 per cent, are purely 
Sanskrit, 16 Arabic, and 3 Persian. Almost all these publications ai6 
mere reprints of old works. 

10. With these remarks of a general character, I proceed to notice in 
greater detail such publications in the Oriental languages as appear to 
call for special remark, dividing them into different groups according to 
their subject-matter, and arranging the different heads in alphabetical 
order. 

11. Biography. — Only three works are registered under this head, of 
which 1 is in Marathi, 1 in Gujarati, and 1 in Urdu. Generally, very 
few biographical works are " published in this Presidency, and the small 
number published in the year under report does not contain any work of 
importance. " Mahanmani Mala, " or'' Readings in Biogmphy,'' is a small 
work in Marathi, giving an account of the lives of Indian Political cele- 
brities, such as Lord Comwallis, Mountstuart Elphinstone, Sir John 
Malcolm, %cg. The selection of lives is well made and the work is well 
written. It has been adopted as a school-book by the Department of 
Public Instruction. Shrimad Goswami Shri Jiwanlaji Mabaraj nun 
Janma charitra,'' or " the biography of Jiwanlalji Maharaj,'' has for its 
subject a Waishnawa Maharaj of the Wallabhian sect, well known in 
Bombay. He was a good Sanskrit scholar and knew nine native lan- 
guages and dialects. He was a patron of learning . and of art and was 
much honoured by his followers. The book is written in Gujarati verse. 

Kissa Bibi Mariam ; or the story of the Virgin Mary,'' is a biogra- 
phical account in Urdu of the Virgin Mary as believed by the Maho* 
medans. 

12. Dbama. — There are 35 publications registered under this head. 
Of these 18 are in Mardthi, 10 in Gujarati, 6 in Urdu, and 1 in Sans- 
krit. Of the Marathi publications, four are founded upon legendary 
tales given in the Purans, twelve are monthly numbers of a periodical 
entitled Natya Katharuawa, or a collection of dramas and novels one 
is a reprint of a piece which appeared in this periodical, and the remain- 
ing one is the first number of a series called Aitihasika Natak Mala, 
or a collection of historical dramas;" " Jardsandhawadha Natak, or the 
drama of the defeat and death of Jardsandha," has for its subject the 
king of Magadha, a powerful foe of the god Krishna, who was killed at 
the hands ot Bhima^ one of the five Pindawa princes^ in it dueU The 
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$tory is taken from the Mahabharat. The drama is a very poor produc- 
tion. " Kaliyamardan Natak, or the defeat of Kaliyd, the King of Ser- 
pents/^ is founded on a legendary story of the defeat of K^iya, who 
bad taken temporary refuge in the River Jamna^ at the hands of the god 
Krishna. The legend is to be found in the Bhagawat Purdn, and is very 
popular. The drama is an inferior production. Watsala Haran Natak ^' 
dramatizes the story of the abduction of Watsala^ the daughter of Bali- 
ram, the elder brother of the god Krishna. Baliram wished to give her 
in marriage to the son of his friend king Duryodhan, but Krishna wished 
to give her to his nephew Abhimanyu, the son of his friend Arjun. 
Krishna accomplished his object by using a stratagem, and forced his 
elder brother to consent to the match. The story is taken from the 
Bharat Puran, and is very popular. The work does not rise above medio* 
crity. ''Sulochana Sati Natak is the "Drama of the virtuous and 
chaste Sulochana/' She was the wife of Indrajita, the son of king 
Rawana of Lanka (modern Ceylon), who immolated herself on the 
funeral pyre of her husband on his death in a battle with king Rama of 
Ayodhya. The story is to be found in the Ramayan, and is very 
popular, particularly with the women, who sing in popular songs her 
great devotion to her husband. The drama is an ordinary production. 
The twelve numbers of the serial " Natya Katharnawa^^ contain portions 
of original dramas and tales in Marathi, or translations into that language 
of Sanskrit dramatical pieces. The first number of the series "Aitiha- 
sika Natak Mala^^ coniaiins portions of two dramas— one about the first 
Peshwa Balaji Wishwanath, and the other about Wasudew Balwant 
Fadke, the notorious rebel and dacoit leader who caused for a while con- 
siderable excitement by his audacious dacoities in the Deccan and the 
Konkan. Of the ten dramatical publications in Gujardti, three are 
founded upon legendary stories taken from the Purans. Of these Shra- 
wan Pitri Bhakti Natak, or the drama of the great devotion, of Shrawan 
to his parent,^^ is a well written work. The story is based on a popular 
legend in which the great dutif ulness of Shrawan to his blind parents is 
strikingly and touchingly described. The story seems to have been 
taken from the Ramayan. ^*Rukshmini Haranno Gayanrupi Opera, 
or the opera of the elopement of Rukshmini,^^ is a small work dramatiz- 
ing the popular mythological tale of the elopement of the Princess Ruk- 
shmini with Krishna. ''Nawo Okha Haranano Gayanrupi Opera, or 
the new opera of the elopement of Ukha or Usha,'' is another small 
work, based on the popular and romantic story of Usha Haran, or elope- 
ment of Usha, given in the Bhagawat Puran. Usha was the daughter 
of Bandsur, the powerful Daitya or demon king of Shonitpur, and a 
great devotee of the god Shiwa. She was surreptitiously married to 
Aniruddha, a grandson of the god Krishna, but on Banasur's becoming 
aware of this marriage he apprehended and imprisoned Aniruddha. When 
the Yadaws, kinsmen of Aniruddha, heard of this, they engaged in a 
war with Banasur, defeated him, liberated their kinsman, and took him 
and his spouse to Dwarka triumphantly. Of the remaining seven Guja- 
rati dramas, three are based upon popular traditions. " Sadewant Sawa- 
lingano Gayanrupi Natak,^' or the opera of Sadewant and Sawalinga, is 
based upon a mythological tale, which describes how an irreligious Brah- 
min pair were cursed to seven lives or transmigrations for their jsins^ and 
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were at last blessed by Shiwa and his ^ouse Pdmati. Nand Batrishi 
Natak, or the drama of Raja Nand and his Pradhdn (minister) Wilo- 
chan/' is based on a short but beautiful poem by Shamalbhat, the popular 
poet of Gujarat. Raja Nand happens to hear of the extraordinary 
beauty of the wife of his minister and conceives an irresistible passion 
for her. He contrives to send away Wilochan on some business, and 
goes to his house alone at uight. There the minister's wife and her 
favourite parrot praise thd king and appeal to his better natm^e, and thus 
succeed in making him see the impropriety of his intention. He is pleased 
with her sagacity and virtue, and departs without molesting her any 
further. But the minister having learnt, on his return home, of the 
king's nocturnal visit, becomes angry and suspicious of his wife's conduct. 
Several efforts are made by her, her father, and the king to convince 
him of the groundlessness of his suspicions, but in vain. He gets an 
opportunity and murders the king. After a time the murder becomes 
known, and the minister confesses it to the son of the murdered king, 
excusing himself on the ground of the great wrong he believed the 
murderSi king had done him. The parrot, however, deposed in favour 
of the innocence of the late king. The minister's wife also made a 
most solemn declaration to the same effect, and when, notwithstand- 
ing her readiness to undergo the severest ordeal in support of her un- 
sullied chastity, her husband declined to believe her unless she could 
restore the dead king to life, she prayed to the gods and called on them 
to attest her innocence. They listened to her fervid appeal, and the mur- 
dered king was restored to life. The story ends with the king's not 
only forgiving his murderer, but acquitting him of all blame, and res- 
toring him to his former dignities and honours ; for with a nobility of 
soul truly royal the king takes the whole blame upon himself for having 
allowed his passions to get the ascendancy over his virtue and his sense 
of kingly duty. The drama is well executed as the work of a Parsi 
author in Hindu Gujarati; it is a very creditable production. It seems to 
have attained considerable popularity on the native stage of Bombay, 
where it was represented by a highly respectable dramatic corps. " Harun 
Natak panch anki, or the drama of Harun in five acts," represents the 
great solicitude exhibited by the Khalif Harun Al Raschid in relieving 
distress and dispensing justice among his subjects. Two more Gujarati 
dramas, devoted chiefly to the condemnation of the custom of early mar- 
riage, may be noticed. Lalita Dukha Darshak, or the sorrows of Lalita," 
is a well written work, pathetically describing the evils of early marriage, 
and of the custom of marrying daughters into high families without 
first ascertaining the personal qualifications of the bridegroom. Tridam- 
pati Warnan, Natak tri anki, or a drama in three acts describing three 
married pairs," more deserves the name of a tale than a drama. It 
describes the unhappy results of improper matches. The three differ- 
ent pairs are an old man marrying a young girl, a case of January 
and May; an educated man marrying an illiterate woman; and a 
grown-up woman marrying a boy considerably younger than herself, 
a practice confined chiefly to Gujarat. The six dramatical works in 
Urdu are written in the Gujarati character, and are particularly in- 
tended for representation on the stage. ^'Anjame Ulfat, Urfa Hu- 
mayun-Nasir Natak ; the consequences of love, or the drama of Huma- 
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yunandNdsir/' dramatizes the tragic story of two stauneli friends and 
the faithful wife of one of them. Sitame Ham&nna Urfa Farebe Ajdjil 
Natak ; the oppressed H&manna^ or the beguiling Satan/' points out the 
evil consequences of xlrinking. Ashake Sadik Urfa Hir Banzd Natak ; 
the true lover, or the drama of Hir and Ranza/' is founded upon a 
love story, the main incidents of which are said to have actually occur- 
red at a village in the Panjab, " Benajir Badremunir Natak, or the 
drama of Benajir and Badremunir/' dramatizes the well-known love 
€tory of Prince Benajir and the Princess Badremunir. " Puran Bhagat 
Natak, or the drama of virtuous Puran,'' is founded upon an incident 
said to have actually occurred at Sealkote in the Panjab. A step- 
mother falls in love with her stepson, but the latter discards her illicit 
overtures and braves the severe displeasure of his royal father, who be- 
lieves the misrepresentation of his lascivious wife and punishes his son 
at her instigation. The innocence of the ill-used son is at last proved, 
and, as the fitting termination of an oriental story, he lives a happy life 
ever after. Saif us Suleman Urfa Maasum-Maasuma Natak ; the sword 
Df Solomon, or the innocent man and the innocent woman," describes 
the sad end of a gambler and a rake who sold himself to Satan to enjoy 
earthly prosperity. The only dramatical work published in Sanskrit is 
a reprint of the drama of "Vikramorvashiyam, or the Celestial Nymph," 
by Kalidasa, with English notes. 

13. Fiction. — Under this bead there are 36 publications, 20 of which 
«re in Marathi, 12 in GujarSti, 1 in Uidu, 2 in Arabic, and 1 in Sanskrit. 
Their merits are various. Many of them are reprints of well-known 
popular tales and fables, such as the Arabian Nights, Bdhar Ddnish, 
Gajaramaru, Wetal Panchwishi, Shuda Bahoteri, or the seventy-two 
tales told by a parrot, Gul Bankawali, &c., &c. Of works of a more 
original nature, written in Marathi, " Kirat, or the Woodman," is an 
incomplete tale, the first volume only having yet been published. It is 
better than the usual run of Marathi novels. The woodman was the son 
of a king, who left home to avoid the persecutions of a step-mother and 
to carve his own fortune. He became the chief of a banditti, and fell 
in love with the daughter of an exiled king, who had fled from hearth 
and home to escape forcible marriage with the usurper of her father's 
throne, and had braved various misfortunes to keep her dignity and her 
honour unsullied. The volume closes without bringing the hero's love 
adventure to any definite conclusion. Although it does not appear to 
be a regular translation from a European work of fiction, the disposition 
of its characters and other intrinsic evidence show that it is a well exe- 
cuted ada;ptation of an occidental tale. Sadu Salgar, a famine narra- 
tive," is a small but well written tale relating the sufferings of a Mara- 
tha agriculturist during the late famine in the Deccan. While giving 
an unvarnished account of the ryots' misfortunes, the writer does justice 
to the exertions made by Government at the trying period of which he 
gives a picture, and attributes the sufferings of the famine-stricken to the 
incompleteness and lateness of the measures adopted for their relief. The 
interest of the narrative is kept up to the last. Mitra Chandra " is a 
tolerably well written tale. It attempts with some success to depict the 
misrule prevailing under former indigenous Governments, the difficulties 
met with in effecting reforms^ and the jealousies evinced by the evil- 
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minded ; and reads a homily on the benefit of having an edaeated wif e, the 
necessity of meeting difiSeulties with eonrage^ discretion^ and promptness, 
and other moral and social topics. The work is said to have received a 
prize from the Dakshina Prize Committee. Turning to Gujardti works of 
fiction^ it may be noticed that, '^Salukni Dikrinan Jard Kothu to 
Juwo/' which, if literally translated, signifies "Just look at the &ce 
€f cor veiy mannerly daughter/^ wittily describes the conduct of a 
young Parsi girl who, being the favourite of her parents, particu- 
larly her mother, preferred to remain with her parents rather than her 
husband. The attempts to feign sickness, to tyrannize over a brother s 
wife, and to aggrandize herself, which a spoilt pet in her position 
may be expected to make, are fairly well described. ^ The Tales of 
Chivalry, Vol. I/^ is a goodly collection of readable and entertaining 
tales of Rajput valour. They have been published for the first time, and 
the work has received some patronage from the Educational Department. 
The compiler states in his preface that the collection of these tales cost 
him a great deal of trouble and money, as he had to gather them in Raj- 
putana from those great repositories of legendary lore, the Bh^ts and 
Charans. The only publication in Sanskrit fiction is a reprint of Part 
I of the well-known Kddambari of Bana, one of the greatest and best 
works in prose and verse in Sanskrit literature. 

14. HiSTOEY. — ^There are only 38 publications under this head. Of 
these, 26 are Marathi, 9 Gujarati, and 3 Sindi. Nearly one-half of them 
are elementary school-books. Among the remaining half there are, in 
the Marathi section, nine numbers of the serial intituled " Kawyetihas 
Sangraha,^' which is intended for the publication of old chronicles, his- 
torical and biographical, and old unpublished poems in Marathi and 
Sanskrit. It includes, among other matters, a biography of Shiwaji, 
the founder of the Mar^tha Empire, composed in the Shake year 1619 
(A.D. 1697) by Krishnaji Anant Sabhasad,by orferof Rajaram Maharaj 
Rajd of Sdtkra, in whose service the writer was. The biography is now 
published for the first time. Ten numbers of the monthly serial in 
Mar^ithi called Hindustdn&cha Arwachin Kosha,^' or a historical dic- 
tionary of modern India, were published during the year. They contain, 
in alphabetical order, a brief account of some of the chief kings, poets, 
saints, noteworthy characters, literary works, cities, towns, and rivers of 
modern India. The serial will, it is believed, prove a great help to readers 
of modern Mardthi literature. " Turk wa Rashiyan Lokdnche Ladhai- 
chi Itihfis, or an account of the Turko- Russian war of 1877-78,'^ is a 
brief description of the war, compiled from English works on the subject. 
*' Aitihfisik Goshti, bhag 3ra; historical anecdotes, Part III,'' is a 
eoUection of short anecdotes and other useful information, particularly 
as regards the history of the Marathas, current among the people. 
Turning to historical publications in Gujarati, it may be observed that 
the " History of the Sassanides '' is a noteworthy volume. It is a 
history of the nxonarchs of the Sassanian dynasty of ancient Persia, and 
is said to have been compiled from the works of Rawlinson, Perdusi, and 
other authors, European and Oriental, with special reference to the latest 
researches in Sassanian coins and inscriptions. 

15. Language. — ^This important head comprises 58 publications of 
iranoQS sizes and merits. Of these^ 2S are Max&tJu^ 7 Gujar^lti^ 4 Sans-

krit, 1 Urdu, 3 Arabic, 1 Arabic Sindi, 1 Hindu Sindi, 2 Sanskrit and 
English,. 1 Persian and English, 1 Arabic and Persian, 3 Marithi and 
English, 10 Gujardti and English, and 1 Latin and English. Most (rf 
these publications are reprints of school-books in different vernacular 
and classical languages, books of paraphrase, small elementary gram-^ 
mars, glossaries, &c. The following three only need be more particularly 
noticed : — The Gulist^n of Shaik Sadi, Part 11/^ is a translation into 
Gujardti of the well-known work of the great Persian poet. It will 
prove of use to Gnijarati students of Persian, and of interest to the gene- 
ral Gujarati reader. " Apabhrashta Shabda Prakfish, or an explanation 
of corrupt words,^' is a collection of corruptions of Sanskrit, Persian, 
Arabic, and other works used in the Gujarati language, together with 
the original words themselves, and their meanings. " The Yyakarana 
Mahdbhashya of Pataujali, Vol. I, Part HI,"' edited by Professor Keil- 
horn, of the Deccan College, is a carefully prepared edition of a work too 
well known to Oriental scholars to need any praise from me in this place. 

16. Law. — There are 10 works under this bead. Of these 2 are 
in Mardthi, 8 in Gujardti, 1 in Sanskrit, 1 in Arabic, 2 in Sanskrit and 
Mardthi, and 1 in Sanskrit and English. More than half the number 
are reprints of Acts in force in this Presidency, and require no special 
remark. The purely Sanskrit work " Mitdkshara sahit Yadnyawalkya 
Smriti ; or the institutes of Yadnyawalkya with the Sanskrit commen- 
tary called the Mitakshar^l,^^ is a work of very great authority. Of 
the two works in Sanskrit and Mar^thi, the YMnyawalkya Smriti 
Mitdkshara wyawaharadhya, or the institutes of Yadnyawalkya on Juris- 
prudence with the Sanskrit commentary called the Mitdkshara,^' con- 
tains a free translation of both the institutes and the commentary into 
Marathi. The translation appears to be fair. The title of the follow-^ 
ing work in Sanskrit and English speaks for itself. The Vyavahara 
Mayukha, in original, with an Enghsh translatjpn, and references to the 
Mitakshara, the Viramitrodaya, the Vyavahdra Madhava, Kamalakar 
and Jimutavahana^s Dayabhag, also the Yadnyawalkya Smriti complete, 
in original, with an English translation and notes, and an introduction 
on the sources of and appendices containing notes on various topics of 
Hindu law.'' The Sanskrit works which form the subject of this pub- 
lication have considerable authority in Western and Southern India. 

17. Medicine. — Seven works are registered under this head. Of 
these, 2 are Gujarati, 1 Marathi, 1 Marwadi, & Sanskrit, and 1 Sanskrit 
and Marathi. The Marathi work, Waidya Darpan, or a mirror of the 
native system of medicine,'' is the joint production of three practi- 
tioners. It is a treatise on the Hindu system of medicine, said to have 
been prepared from the authoritative Sanskrit works of Charak> 
Sushruta, Wagbhatta, Shdrandhara, &c. The Marwadi work, Satik 
Amritsagar nama Waidyak granth," is a translation of the Sanskrit 
work of the same name. It describes various diseases, with their 
treatment and remedies. Of the two Sanskrit works, the Astanga 
Hridayam, a compendium of the Hindu system of medicine composed 
by Wagbhatta, with the commentary of Arundatta, Vols. I and II," is 
edited by Dr. Anna Moreshwar Kunte, B.A., M.D., Demonstrator of 
Anatomy, Grant Medical College. Astdnga Hridayam^ or eight divi- 
sions of the science of medicine^ is a compendium of Hiiidu medicine and 
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surgery. It is an authoritative work which is studied in Western India by 
nearly all well-known practitioners of Hindu medicine. The other Sanskrit 
work, " Nadi Prakarana; or the knowledge of the pulse/^ is a reprint of an 
old work. Native doctors attach great importance to the pulse as an 
accurate indicator of the state of the patient^s health. This little book 
treats of this branch of their knowledge, and is an extract from the 
larger work of its author on native medicine, known as " Waidyabhu- 
shana.^^ The work in Sanskrit and Marathi is on the same subject. 
The Gujarati works do not deserve special notice. 

18. Miscellaneous. — ^This head, which is necessarily very compre- 
hensive, comprises no less than 376 publications, or 42*3 per cent, of the 
total number of publications in the Oriental languages. Prose transla- 
tions of old Vedic hymns and Purans, which could not with propriety be 
included under any other head ; periodical publications, both literary and 
technical, with the exception of such as distinctly belonged to any of the 
other heads ; a number of essays, big and small, on a variety of subjects ; 
works on astrology ; short accounts of well-known mythological person- 
ages ; recipes for the preparation of various articles of daily use ; 
maps, fee, have all been included under this head. Of the total number 
of 376 publications, 148, or 39*36 per cent., are Mar&thi prose translations 
of Purans, which towards the latter part of the year suddenly ceased to 
be received, apparently for the reason explained in para, % of this report. 

The Vedartha Yatha, or an attempt to interpret the Veda6,^^ is a 
praiseworthy attempt to give the general vernacular-reading public an 
insight into the meaning of the Rig Veda. It consists of a reprint of 
the text of the Rig Veda hymns with their paraphrase in simplet 
Sanskrit, accompanied •by a translation of the text into English and 
Mardthi, and critical and explanatory notes in the latter language. It 
is now some years since its publication commenced in small monthly 
parts. The ^'Rig Vedabhdshyam, or an exposition of the Rig Veda,^' and 
the Yajur Vedabhfehyam, or an exposition of the Yajur Veda,^' are 
similar efforts to interpret the Rig and the Yajur Vedas. They consist 
of a reprint of the text of the Rig Veda and the Yajur Veda hymns with 
their paraphrase in simpler Sanskrit, accompanied by an explanation of 
both in Hindi, and are published in small parts. Bharatartha 
Prakash/^ or the substance of the great epic of the Mahabhdrat in 
Gujarati, is a similar publication in small monthly parts. "Khatar 
( manures gives a good deal of useful information about the different 
kinds of manures used in Europe, and points out the benefits derived 
from their use. It is a good sign that three small works have appeared 
in Marathi and one in Kdnarese on Practical Hygiene on the European 
system. The Baroda " Swadesh Hitawardhak Mandali,^' or Association 
for Promoting the Interests of the Country, has published a series of 
small cheap tracts treating of " Economy*/^ Industry,^' " The Objects 
of Education,^' Hints to Agriculturists,^' and " Bribery 

19. The following is a list of the periodicals registered during the 
year under report, under the head Miscellaneous,^' exclusive of the

8. Fursad, or, Leisure ; a literary monthly magazine containing stories, 

essays, &c., published at Bombay. 

9. Widya Mitra, or. Literary Friend ; a monthly periodical, published 

at Bombay. 

10. Swadesh Watsal, or, the Patriot ; a monthly periodical, published at 

Bombay. 

11. Arya Dharma Prakfish, or, the light of the religion of the Aryds; 

a monthly periodical devoted to the defence and elucidation of the 
orthodox doctrines of Hinduism, published at Bombay. 

12. Satyodaya, or, the Dawn of Truth ; a small monthly magazine of 

Christianity, published at Surat. 

IS. Dnyan Wardhak, or, the Promoter of Knowledge; a litwary periodi- 
cal, published at Bombay. * 
Several of these periodicals contain at times interesting and readable 

matter. 

20. PoBTftY. — ^This head also comprises a large number of publica- 
tions. They amount to 88, or 9*78 per cent, of the total number of 
publications in Oriental languages. Of these, 3i are Marathi, 31 6uj- 
ar^Lti, 10 Sanskrit, 5 Sanskrit and Marathi, 1 Sanskrit and Gujarati, 
2 Hindi, 5 Urdu, 1 Arabic, and 1 Persian. They include some fresh 
editions of popular Purdns, such as the Hari Wijaya, Dewi Bhdgawat, 
and Pandhari Mahatmya ; some reprints of old and popular vernacular 
and classical poems, songs, and hymns ; and several original pieces of 
varying merit which in no case is very high. The following works may 
be noticed : — ^The Sanskrit and Gujarati work Arya Dharmaniti, or 
Aryan morality,'^ is a collection of Sanskrit verses from several works 
propounding the rules of Hindu morality. Two of the Sanskrit works 
are reprints of the Adhyatma Rdmdyan,^' a Puran relating the same 
story as Walmiki^s great epic, and therefore called by a name resembling 
it. It is distinguished as the Adhyatma because it supports the 
doctrines of the Adwait school of Vedantic Philosophy. Of the 5 San- 
skrit and Marathi works, the Wriddha Chandkhya, or a collection of 
Sanskrit verses, attributed to old Chanakhya, with a Marathi trans- 
lation,'* contains several verses embodying shrewd observations or worldly 
wisdom, some of which are to be found in the Hitopadesha. Another 
of these works, the Bambha Shuka Sanwad,'^ is a conversation between 
Rambyi, a celestial nymph, and Shuka, a great sage. The former 
endeavours to entice the latter by her blandishments, but fails completely. 
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She extols the pleasures of love, while the sage dwells on the glory and 
the superiority of philosophy and virtue. The verses are very popular 
and have undergone several additions. Ganga Lahari, like Sakit, or a 
hymn to the Ganges, with a Marathi translation/^ gives the text of. 
Jagann&th Bii and a translation by W&mau Pandit. The Sanskrit poem 
is very beautiful and popular ; the translation is old, and is not so ebarm« 
ing as the original. The only poetical publication in Persian, the 
" KuUyat-i Sadi,^^ professes to be a complete collection of the poetical 
works of Shaikh Sadi, the celebrated Persian poet. 

21. Politics. — Scarcely a work or two is registered in a year under 
this head. None was received for registration during the year under 
report. 

22. Philosophy (including Mental and Moral Science) . — 18 1 publica^ 
tions have been registered under this head, and almost all are reprints ; 
99 of them are in Marathi, 13 in Sanskrit, 1 in Sanskrit and Marathi, 
14 in Sanskrit, Marathi, and English, 3 in Gujarati, and 1 in Gujarati 
and English. They include 29 numbers of the " Dnyaneshwari, or the 
book of Dnyaneshwar, perhaps the oldest Marathi work in existence. 
It is a commentary on the Bhagawata Gita. Dnyaneshwar was both a 
poet and a saint, and his book is held in great veneration by the people, 
twenty-one numbers of a similar Marathi work, the " Prakrit Eknathi 
Bhagawat, or the Bhagawat Puran by Eknath, have been registered. The 
bool^ is a free commentary on the eleventh book of the Bhagwat Puran, 
and consists chiefly of a dialogue between Krishna and Uddhawa on the 
doctrines of Vedantism. It is considered by many to be as authorita- 
tive and profound as the celebrated Gita, and is held in as much venera- 
tion. The parts of Eknath's work and the Dnyaneshwari were also 
bound together and issued in fortnightly numbera under the title of 
Wedant Sahuma, or a collection of books on Vedantic philosophy,^' and 
46 such numbers were registered. Thus the two works take up between 
them 96 of the total number of 131 philosophical publications. Among the 
remaining works, there are several editions of the well-known Bhagawata 
Gita ; a complete edition of the celebrated " Yogawashista,"'* with a Sans- 
krit commentary ; a Marathi work entitled **Wakya- Writti, or an exposi- 
tion of the aphorisms,'* being a commentary in Marathi on the '^eighteen 
aphorisms of Shankaracharya on Vedantism ; a reprint of the '^Kapil Gita,'' 
or the sacred poems of Kapila, the propounder of the Sankhya pr Dualistic 
philosophy, with the Marathi commentaiy of Tikaram Bawa ; a work 
called the " Adhyatma Prakaran Sangraha, or a collection of treatises 
on the knowledge of the all pervading spirit," describing the duties 
of a follower of Jainism and propomiding some of the principles 
of the Jain philosophy ; and a serial intituled the Shaddarshana Chin- 
tanika, or studies in Indian philosophy," published in small parts, which 
comprise the original Sanskrit text of the Sutras or aphorisms, their 
paraphrase in classical Sanskrit, their translation both into Marathi and 
J^nglish, and critical and explanatory notes in Marathi and English. 
This last-named publication is certainly a very useful and praiseworthy 
work deserving the liberal encouragement of students of Sanskrit. 

23. Religion. — This important head comprises 68 publications. 
They are in several languages, both classical and vernacular, and treat 
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of the diverse religions prevailing in this country. They include re- 
prints of several works of considerable authority on the sacred cere- 
monies of Brahmanism ; reprints of the Koran and other religious books 
of the Mahomedans ; reprints of the Zend Awasta; works propounding 
Christian doctrines; a collection 4f Jain hymns; and a few works of 
the Indian Theistic school. 

24. Science, Mathematical and Natural. — 17 works are regis-

In continuation of Mr. Bolton's letter No. 726, dated the 
7tli August 1880, I am directed to submit, for information^ 
the Annual Report on the Bengal Library for the year 1880, 



The number of books received in the Bengal Library in 1880 waa 
1,822, being greater than the number for 1879 by 431. This ig aa un- 
usually high figure for the Library, which did not receive more than 1^528 
books in any year from 1875 to 1879. But the figure is not ul together 
unprecedented, inasmuch as a higher figure (1,8&3) is recorded against the 
year 1874. It is also gratifying to observe that the press of thes# pr$» 
viuces, as it increased in activity, also increased in usefulness and isapof^ 
tance during the year under review, as the following statemeflt will 
show. 



Biography, — Several interesting biographical works were received 
during the year. Though few among them resembled European bio- 
graphics either in the breadth of their conception, or in the method 
and minuteness of their composition, many among them, it should be 
observed, dealt with subjects of great Indian interest. Baba lyikUl 
Chandra Raya, a member of the well-known Lakutia family in tJiW Slfe 
trict of Backergunge, wrote a brief memoir of his deceased wife, a 
Brahma lady, who held very advanced opinions on social and religious 
questions, and was remarkably bold in regulating her conduct according 
to her convictions. It is written on the plan of Jibana Alekhya^ a memoir 
of another Brahma lady, which was noticed last year. Another interest* 
ing memoir published during the year was that of Jagannath. [&ir^N 
panchanana, by one of his own descendants. It throws some ligbt upoii 
the great lawyer, as well as upon the social, political, and scbolatitie 
history of a time, which is important by reason of its comprising the last 
days of the Nabobs of Murshidabad, and the first years of the East India 
Company. Akin to this work, in a historic point of view, but not quite 
adequate to itself in the manner of its treatment, is the memou df 
Maharaja Nabakrishna Deb, Bahadur. The life and labours of Carey, 
Ward, and Marshman, is another biography possessing an obViotis in- 
terest. Tdpas^mdldy Part I, by a member of the Brahma Samaj of India, 
consists of the memoirs of certain Mahomedan saints, and is evidently 
an outcome of Babu Keshaba Chandra Sen^s all-embracing dispeuBatioH. 
The new national or patriotic spirit created by English education loati^ 
fested itself in this department of Bengali literature, in twd WoffeSi 
entitled Apttrba Bhdrata Uddhdr and lidlir Itibritta Sambalit M^dfdnir 
Jibana Charit, The former gives the substance of the autobit}grapby 
of the Mahratta robber, Wassudeo Bulwaut; the latter pre^jcnts the 
autobiography of the great Italian patriot Mazzini. Two brief memoirs 
of Raja Rammohun Roy were published in English. One gf t^^fif > 
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posdesdes special value, as being the composition of one of the great 
refomer^s friends and contemporaries, the late Mr. Adam, of Bengal 
education celebrity. Babu Pyari Chand Mitra's Life of Diwan Ram^ 
kamal Sen, and Babu Mahendra Chandra Mitra^s life of Haji Maham- 
mad Mohsin, the founder of the well-known Mahammad Mohsin Fund, 
are the memoirs of two interesting personages, and possess great histo- 
rical value> Perhaps the first biographical work in Assamese was pub* 
lished during the year, under the title of Anandarama DAeiiyal 
PAukaner Jibana Charita, 

Drama. ^l&QVkgaXi dramas, though worthless as specimens of dramatic 
composition, have an interest as occupying a large place in Bengali 
literature. Considered in this light, they may be divided into four 
classes, determined by the four different objecta with which they seem to 
be respectively written. The first class, which is at the same time the 
most numerous, consists of those dramas which present mythological 
stories, taken chiefly from the "Ramdyana and the Mdhabhdrata^ in the 
form of dialogue. These dramas, intended as they apparently are for 
orthodox and uneducated readers, seem to be written only for pecuniary 
profit. The second class of dramas, which is considerably less numerous 
than the fi.rst, appears to be written fix>m motives of literary distinction. 
The stories presented in these dramas are stories of love and Rajput 
warfare, invented by their authors, and seem to be addressed to those 
among the new generation of English-knowing Bengalis, for whom 
mythological subjects, or indeed subjects possessing any real solidity, 
have no interest, and who affect a sort of patriotic fondness for the Rajput 
name. The third class of dramas, perhaps as numerous as the second, 
deals with subjects of social interest, and is written with the view 
of exposing such vices as intemperance, and social institutions like 
polygamy and early marriage. It should be observed, however, that, 
though written with a laudable object, these dramas more than defeat 
their purpose by their manner of treating their subjects, which is too often 
immoral, sometimes even obscene, and never in good taste. The fourth 
class of dramas consists principally of operas and melodramas written for 
the Calcutta stage. Compositions of this class are increasing in number, 
thereby showing that, in the present state of public taste and culture in tiiis 
country, the opera, with its sensuous attractions, is more likely to succeed 
on the stage, than the regular drama with its deeper intellectual charms. 
One of the operas written during the year deserves special notice for 
more than one reason. It is really full of poetry, and it is written by a 
Hindu lady belonging to a distinguished family in Calcutta. It is called 
Basanta VUaha^ or the Spring Festival, Its artistic execution is no less 
beautiful than its poetry. Raja Saurindra Mohan Tagore published an 
£nglish translation of the celebrated Beni^sanhdr Nataka by Bhatta- 
nar&yana. 

Jfictiofu — Several works of fiction were written during the year, 
among which the following may be mentioned as good and readable 
Chhinnd-mukula and Malati by Srimati Swarnamayi Debi, the authoress 
of Basanta Vtsaba, Mnrald by Babu Kshetrapala Chakrabarti^ and 
Mafkumari by Babu Ananda Chandra Mitra. It is the object of the 
laBt named work to describe, in the form of a story, the ancient history 
of pei^unnah Yikrampore in the district of Dacca. Bengali mp^&ts 
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of fiction often endeavour to write historical novels^ but seldom succeed 
in doing so. The historical subjects chosen by them have, however, a 
meaning*. They are generally events in Indian history illustrative of 
the military prowess of the ancient Hindus and their love of political 
independence, such as Porus^s war with Alexander, Prithwi Raj's war 
with Mahomed Ghori, and the wars of the Rajputs and Mahrattas with 
the Mogul emperors, — subjects, which are evidently expected to be grate- 
ful to the newly-awakened sense of national life in this countiy. fiabu 
Pyari Chand Mitra wrote a spiritual novel, entitled Adhyatmikd. It is 
not a very successful performance, but the hand of the author of Alal^ 
Gharer Bulal is traceable in many of its pages. Babu Bankim Chandra 
Chatteiji continues to maintain his position as the great chief of Bengali 
writers of fiction ; and Mr. Ramesh Chandra Datta, two of whose works 
passed through their second edition during the year, seems to be gather- 
ing popularity. Babu Bankim Chandra's Dur^esanandini was translated 
into English, and his Julgalanguriya was rendered into Hindi during the 
year under review ; and the Asiatic Society of Bengal has commenced 
publishing an English translation of KathdsariUsdgara by Mr. Tawney. 
Works of fiction occupy a much larger place in Musulmani-Bengali than 
they do in any other literature in this country. They possess, however, 
still less merit as works of art than even the most worthless of Bengali 
fictions. But taken by themselves, they are not all of equal merit, and they 
may be regarded as belonging to two classes, distinguished from each other 
by certain suggestive peculiarities of matter and manner. Fictions 
like Amir Kdmzdr PutAi or Sujja-ujdl Bibir Puthi which were composed 
long ago, and which, analogically speaking, may be said to have become 
almost classical in Musulmani-Bengali literature, have in them some 
degree of the heroic element mixed with the element of religion or faith 
in Islam, and are generally written in a style which is comparatively 
dignified and concise. But the fictions which are now written eschew the 
two predominant elements of the older works of fiction, and describe 
rambling stories of love in a loose and undignified style, and with the aid 
of ma.chinery borrowed from well-known Bengali works of fiction like 
the Bidya-Sundara. Altogether, the older class of fictions in Musulmani- 
Bengali display a much higher intellectual and moral standard than 
the later. 

Bistort/ {including Geography). — The second volume of Dr. Rajendralala 
Mitra's Antiquities ofOrissa, and Mr. Bellew's Races o/A/gAanistan,SLi>]^3LTed 
during the year. Babu Gopal Chandra Mukherji's Bhihktoriyd Rdjsuya is 
not so much a history as a chronicle of the Imperial Assemblage, based 
upon oflacial papers. A valuable work on Indian history, entitled Bhdrdta 
Itifidsuy was written by Babu Rajani Kanta Gupta for use in Indian 
schools. Like all the other works of the author, this one is marked 
by conciseness and elegance of style, and clearness of method and exposi- 
tion. Babu Kedareswara Chakrabarti prepared a history of Bengal for 
educational purposes, some parts of which were clear plagiarisms from 
Babu Rajkrishna Mukherji's work on the subject. Babu Jogesh Chandra 
Datta, of the well-known Datta family of Rambagan, in Calcutta, 
translated into English a large portion of the celebrated historical work 
in Sanskrit, called Rdjataranigini ; whilst the Asiatic Society of Bengal 
commenced publishing an English translation by Major H. S. Jarrett 
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of Jallaluddin A's Saynti's History of the Calipbs. A geography of 
Darjeeling in BoDg^li, iDcluding a detailed account of its population^ 
physical features^ and natural scenery^ natural productions and a^ricuU 
ture, peasantry^ land-system, &c., was written by Babu Harimohana 
Sanyal ; and a similar work, though considerably briefer, was written 
regarding the litte State of Kooch Behar by Babu Bhagabati Charan 
Banerji. Works like the two last mentioned are very rare in Bengali, 
and any increase in their number cannot but be looked upon as affording 
some proof that educated Bengalis have awakened to the importance of 
themselves studying their country, and begun to exercise their own 
faculties of thought and observation for that purpose. 

Language, — Some important and interesting additions were made 
during the year in this department of Bengali literature. A miniature 
encyclopcedia of ancient India, somewhat on the plan of Lempriere^s 
Classic^ Dictionary, was commenced last year by Babu Baja Krishna 
Baya, under the title of Bhdrata Kosha. In literature, Babu Puma 
Chandra Basu wrote a work, which is perhaps the first of its kind in 
Bengali, and which is styled Kabya Sundari, or female characters in poems. 
It contains a critical estimate of the most striking female characters in 
Babu Bankim Chandra Chatterji's novels, and it does for those charac- 
ters what Mrs. Jameson has done for Shakespear's heroines. The author 
writes like an enthusiast, and his work is certainly a remarkable one of 
its kind. A work on Bengali composition, on the plan of Mr. Graham^s 
English work, was written for educational purposes by Babu Srish Chandra 
Mukherji ; and an elaborate treatise on Bengali grammar and composition, 
containing in many parts a philosophical treatment of the subject, was 
brought out by Babu Krishna Rishor Banerji. To render the study of 
Bengali grammar attractive to children, two small treatises in easy 
verse were published during the year. Among' the new Readers brought 
out may be mentioned Laghucharita Manjari^ a historical reading-book, 
by Babu Kali Prasanna Bdya ; Prabandha Kusuma by BabuBajani Kanta 
Gupta ; and Sdhitya Pdtha by Babu Nimayi ('haran Sinha. Many new 
alphabetical primers in Bengali were written during the year. In order, 
perhaps, to give them a chance in the market, they were eithf^r priced 
lower than the most approved among existing primers or written upon 
alphabetical systems different from that of Pandit Iswara Chandra Yidya- 
sagara, and therefore more or less erroneous. Keys or Meaning Books are 
generally written very carelessly or by incompetent men. It is a curious 
fact that of the entire number of keys published every year, nearly 
60 per cent, come from Dacca, and that they constitute something like 
75 per cent, of the books that are published at that place. 

Law. — Babu Bhuban Mohan Ghosh, a Munsif, wrote a usefid work 
entitled Deodni Piydddr Kdrya Bidhi, explaining the duties of a Civil 
Court peon, and describing how they were performed in the earlier days 
of English administration in India. Among the other legal publications 
of the year, Babu Syama Charan Sarkdr's Vydvasthd Chandrikd, a 
learned treatise in English on certain important branches of Hindu Law, 
deserves pre-eminent notice. It is a work of the same massive and 
elaborate character as the author's Vydvasthd Darpana^ which has become 
an authority in the system of law of which it treats. " A critical Es- 
ay on the Hindu Law of Adoption/' by a Hindustani vakil, may be 
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reCerreJ to as iudicating tbe growth of legal tiiougbt among tbe mem- 
bers of the native bar in this country. 

Medicine, — The most noticeable features in the department of Bengali 
medical literature are (1) the increase in the number of medical books 
written in accordance with the homoeopathic system ; and (2) the com- 
bination of both the European and Indian systems of medicine in 
many medical works. Considering that homceopathy is not the system 
of medicine which is taught in Indian medical schools^ and that homceo- 
pathic works in Bengali have, therefore, to depend exclusively upoa 
public competition for their success, the large percentage of homoeopathic 
publications in Bengali may be regarded in the light of a very important 
and suggestive fact. The best allopathic treatise written ia Bengali 
during the year was Babu Jadunath Mukerji's Sarala Jwara Chikitid, 
Part I, or Simple Treatment of Fever. The manner in which the sub- 
ject is treated is such as to make it useful alike to laymen and to the 
members of the medical profession, and its chief value seems to consist 
in the cognisance it takes of the circumstances of the different classes 
of the Indian people, and of the different conditions of village and city 
life in this country in prescribing diet and the other details of treat- 
ment for fever. Dr. E. G. Russers treatise on Malaria^its Causes 
and Effects was the most important monograph published in English 
during the year. An allopathic work in Urdu was also written last year. 
It is perhaps the first work of its kind in that language. 

Miscellaneous, — An interesting paper on the history of the Bengali 
language and literature was written during the year by Babu Ganga 
Charan Sarkar, Subordinate Judge of Dacca. It is a valuable produc- 
tion, displaying considerable critical power, and written in a style 
which is particularly interesting by reason of its combining the eloquence 
and emotional fervour of tbe new school of Bengal writers with the 
alliterative music and mannerism of the old. Babu Janmejaya 
Ghataka^s Jnana-taUwa-Sdra, a treatise on Hindu philosophy, as- 
tronomy, law, &c., is another important work. Raja Saurindra Mohana 
Tagore wrote the principal works on music ; and the Calcutta Art Studio, 
I recently established by some ex-students of the Government School of 

Art in Calcutta, issued a scrap hook illustrated with seven mythological 
pictures. Adhy&panar Aadarsha^ an elaborate treatise by Babu Ish^a 
Chandra Mukherji on the subject of teaching boys in schools, possesses 
much interest in an educational point of view. Sketches in Indian Ink " 
and " Forward : a series of essays,^' were the most interesting works of 
a miscellaneous character published in English during the year. Dr. 
Muir's English translation of Rothes celebrated paper on the literature 
and history of the Veda was also published last year in Calcutta. 

Poetry, — Bengali poetry of the year under review, unlike Bengali 
poetry of the year 1879, was rich, varied, and altogether superior in 
character; and the principal contributions to it were made by some of the 
first class poets in Bengal. Babu RangaUla Banerji's Kdnchi Kdveri 
describes an incident of an epic chaj'acter in the history of Orissa in a 
style which is full of the flavour of the poetry of Iswara Chandra Gupta. 
Babu Hem Chandra Banerji^s Ciiaya7»<i^i-^professedly a faint inflec- 
tion of Dante's inferno —gi ves a picture of hell which is certainly poeti- 
cal in its colouring, but somewhat unsubstantial and unrealistic in coo- 
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ception and execution. Babu Nabin Chandra Sen^s Bangamati is a novel 
in verse, marked by considerable eloquence of style and a high order of 
descriptive power. Sdradd Mangala is a lyrical effusion of a kind which 
marks its author, Babu Biharilala Chakrabarti, as one of the best of 
Bengali poets. Jendnd Jaoduy a poem suggested by the arrival in 
Howrah of an up-country female athlete, is a piece of humour and 
sarcasm almost unique in manner and style in Bengali literature, Brindd" 
bana Brishydbali, by Babu Rasiklala Datta, describes certain love scenes 
between Krishna and R&dha in a dramatic form, and in the style of the 
medisBval poets, Bidydpati, Chandidas, and others. It is clear that it 
would be a futile attempt in these days to revive mediaeval Bengali even in 
poetry. But it may be a question for consideration whether modern 
Bengali poets could not enrich their resources by making a judicious use 
and adaptation of the mediaeval style somewhat in the manner in which 
English poets of the present day make use of Saxon and old English. 
Phulahdldy a small collection of lyrical pieces addressed to certain Indian 
flowers, marks its author, Babu Debendra Nath Sen, as a promising 
poet. Babu Akshaya Chandra Sarkar^s Gochdraner Mdthay descriptive 
of one day of shepherd life in ludia, deserves notice for more than one 
reason. As a descriptive poem it is really of a very superior order. 
But what constitutes its chief interest is its deep tone of sympathy with 
peasant life in India. B/Cgarded in this light, this small poem of 24 
octavo pages possesses a significance out of all proportion to its size 
or appearance. The educated Bengali feels for the Indian poor in 
manner in which his ancestors never did,— regarding the peasant and the 
labourer not as despised members of a complicated hierarchy of caste, but 
as human beings whose happiness and misery are of greater concern to 
society than the happiness and misery of its wealthier and more influential 
members. It is this new and educated Bengali feeling that has received 
a permanent shape in Oochdraner Mdtha. Babu Akshaya Chandra Sarkar 
has done another important service to Benofali literature, by re-publish- 
ing within the year the poems of Chandidas Bidyapati, Gobindadas 
and Kabikankan, with excellent explanatory and bibliographical notes. 

Religion, — Religious and theological publications are of four classes, 
Hindu, Brahma, Christian, and Mahometan. Christian religious tracts 
are chiefly written for missionary purposes, and are, in the main, not so 
much argumentative as dogmatic in their disapproval of Hinduism and 
assertion of Christianity. Mahometan religious publications simply re- 
produce the precepts and ordinances of Islam, and offer very few in- 
stances of independent religious thought. Of Hindu religious publica- 
tions the most notable characteristic is that by far the largest number 
among them relate to Baisnabism. The portion of Brahma religious 
literature which emanates from the Brahma Samaj of India, headed 
by Babu Keshaba Chandra Sen, is now displaying a development 
of a most interesting character. It has become deeper in tone, more 
catholic in spirit, more conciliatory in its attitude towards other reli- 
gions, monotheistic, or polytheistic, more cosmopolitan in sentiment, 
more synthetic in aim and purpose. These changes are clearly traceable 
to the WW dispensation, which has, therefore, become a literary power 
in the c(mntry. 

Sdenee.'^BAhn Gobinda Mohana Rayahs Bengali translation of 
Lildbati, an arithmetical treatise by the celebrated Bh£skar^ch£ijya, 
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desi?r7es notice as an importaDt addition made from Indma sonicev to thd 
maiijcmatical literature of Bengal. The translatioa iii #a0alleii& 
Harimohfttt^Mukherji's Udbhidbydbaehchhed Darsana^ an elemeiitefy mA 
on the libMliical structure of various Indian plants, is an intere^in^ con- 
tribotion to Bengali educational literature. Dr. Gurudas B;juerji's 
"ElGments of Arithmetic in English is another eubstautial addition 
made dtiriDg^ the year to Indian school literature.. 

£i-iinguals, tri-linguals, 8fe, — The largest number of worki oomtog 
QOiiHr tbli llead are written in Bengali and English^ ii^ {ft Sletigali and 
Bansbrit. The best work in Bengali and English written during the year 
was Babu Krishna Chandra Raya's Fhrases and IdiamM, It is a well- 
ariang^d dictionary of English phrases and idioms exjilained clearly in 
EngliBh and Bengali, and illustrated with quotations from the works of the 
best modem English writers. It is a work of thought und laWur^ whiob 
is inre to 1^ of use to Indian school-boys, and whieh certainly £onxii m 
¥aloab1e addition to the stock of good school-books in tbia oonntry. Of £te 
books written in Bengali and Sanskrit, themajority are Sanskrit re- publi- 
cations with Bengali translations. The Sanskrit works which nre gene* 
ral I y ^= <- ted for translations are the Ramayanay th e ^ I ah a h h a ni (a, the 
Srimsd bh^abat, the Bhagabatgiiay the Hdridansa, the Purdfiax, and the 
Aiii^t^, or Institutes of Law and Beligion. The best Bengali translatioa 
mm fli £09rse of publication is that of the Rdwy^m bf Balm Hem 
CKtttt^m Bbattacharjya. 

FeriijJical Literature, — During the year under reviewj Ben^fali perio- 
dical literature recovered in some measure from the depressed condition 
iota which it fell in 1879. Both the JSa^^a Ddrasana and the Bdndkaba 
exhibited greater vitality both in the manner of their appearance and iqi 
the spirit of their management. The Bhdrati contifitieB to be disttft- 
guished by the punctuality of its appearance. These periodicals deal 
with subjects of varied interest ; literary, social, historical, antiquarian^ 
metapliv>ieal, scientific, religious, &c., and display remarkable ability 
in their treatment. But though general in their cfaaracteri they havfii 
118 amongst themselves, certain distinguishing traits determined by tli# 
iiattire of the subjects which preponderate in them respectivdj, the IjoOd 
with which they are severally pervaded and the spint in whiail 
they are respectively conducted. Among them the Banga Bdrsana & 
most practical, patriotic and humanitarian in spirit; the BdudhaSa^ 
which h less practical than the Banga Darsana^ is most didac- 
tic^ descrif>tive and rhetorical ; whilst the Bharati^ which is the most 
unpractical of the three, is, curiously enough at once most morbidly senti- 
mental and most deeply metaphysical in spirit. The MoMk^^^imShchaka^ 
a monthly paper published at Berhampore, is conducteS ii^ tEi*itt(^ ability. 
Arfion^rf;:t the Bengali periodicals started during the year, the best is 
Ji/almi, which devotes more space to science than any other joarnal of 
its class, with the exception of Prakritiy another new periodical^ which 
deals almost exclusively with subjects of a scientific nature* Poetry and 
fiotton^ it should be observed, enter into all Bengali periodicaUj but no« 
wheie so largely as in the Bhdrati. Among English penodioale con- 
ducted bj Bengalis, the most interesting is the Oriental Miscellany , 
which a[>pears with remarkable punctuality. The Catcnlta Medical 
Newsj a good medical journal embracing both the Hindu and allopathic 
i^p^bt^^amBiATtQd last year by a Hindu Assistant-<S^iig<Kiii* 
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General Remarhs.^k large portion of Bengali literature consists of 
ytrj careless and frivolous writing. The men from whom such writing 
proceeds are men who seem to possess no culture^ and who are evidently 
Ignorant of the difficulties which beset literature as a useful and respon* 
iible occupation. These men commit to writing and publish without 
besiUtion whatever comes uppermost in their minds^ without thinking 
whether what they write would be useful or injurious to the public. 
With reference to this portion of Bengali liticrature^ it may be safely 
stated that its existence is chiefly due to the great increase which has 
vrithm recent years taken place in the number of cheap printing estab* 
lishmeDts in the country ; and it would be idle to expect at any time any 
B^sible diminution of its quantity. It should be^ moreover^ borne in 
mind that useless and even injurious writing of this kind cannot be 
wholly extinguished^ as the great literatures of Western Europe clearly 
prove. The point of importance in connection with Bengali literature 
10^ therefore^ whether or no there is in it anything that is really useful and 
mbfltantial. It is a gratifying fact that the amount of really good 
Bengali writing is gradually increasing and that a considerable portion 
of Bengali literature gives clear indications of a great future. Much is now 
written in Bengali which is due to two causes^ — literary zeal and honesty 
and a patriotic spirit. Bengali periodical literature shows most satisfacto- 
rily that the best Bengali writers are hard literary workers, who have fully 
fealised the nature of literature as an occupation requiring unwearied 
goMdlijOstion and gigantic industry. And a review of Bengali literature 

tOiitid reveals the growth of a sort of national spirit in the country 
which J however extravagant and unreal it may at present appear^ is sure 
to baoome, with the diffusion and deepening of culture, a powerful in- 
etniment of literary progress. Already this spirit is manifesting itself in 
Bengali literature in a thoughtful discussion of Indian social and economic 
questions, and in anr earnest and enthusiastic study of Indian literature, 
Hstory, and antiquities. The great conditions of intellectual success 
Ulieady seem to exist. As they go on working, better and still better results 
I^H^ear.

I have the honour to submit a report, with tabular statements in 
the prescribed form, of books, pamphlets, and periodicals registered under 
Act XXV of 1867, in the North- Western Provinces ^md Oudh, during 
the year 1880. 

2. Distributed by langnages, the number of publications is as fol- 
lows:—

Yemacnlar (Urdn and Hindi) 218 

Classical (Sanskrit, Arabic, and Persian) 98 

Polyglot 61 

The vernacular works are therefore, as usual, rather more than half 
the whole number of publications. Of these vernacular works, 139 are 
in Urdu and 79 in Hindi, including two Bengali books. Of the classi- 
cal works, ^6 are in Sanskrit, 19 are in Arabic, and &3 in Persian. 
There are 61 polyglot works, one of them being a treatise of the Jain 
religion in Prakrit, Sanskrit, and Gujarati. The total number of pub- 
lications is 409, against 541 of the preceding year. No works published 
in the Cawnpore and Lucknow Presses were sent in during the last 
quarter. These Presses sent up 227 works last year, as against 137 of 
this year. 

3. The table in the margin shows the proportion which reprints bear 
New books original 221 ^ works. The returns under this

place of publication, which were received through the Curator's Office, 
have been carefully scrutinised, and the necessary corrections have been 
made. 

4. Not many of the publications enumerated are in any way notice* 
able. 

The following remarks observe the order of the subjects named in 
the tabular statement: — 

(1) Under the head of Biography there are no books. 

(2) Braiha. — ^There is nothing noticeable under this head. " The 
Tm Bo9es/^ a comedy in three acts. No. 41 1, in English, in the 4th quarter.

(3) Fiction, — There are 31 books under this head, of which Kddam^ 
darij No, 191 in Hindi, in the 2nd quarter, is an old Sanskrit novel. 
T^hie book is a translation of the Bengali version of the work. 

(4) History. — This heading, including geography, comprises 24 pub- 
lioationa. Of the historical works, two that deserve notice'are on the 
iListory of Oudh, viz,, Savdnihdt-i'^Saldtin'i'Avadhy No. 290 in Urdu, in 
the Srd quarter, by Sayyid Kamal-ud-din Haidar, alias Sa^yid Muham- 
mad Z^yar, in two volumes ; the first of which gives the history of Oudh 
up to the reign of Wajid Ali Shah ; and the second begins from it and 
611^ with the mutiny of 1857 (to which about half the volume is de- 
¥Ot€d}t The account of the siege of Lucknow is specially valuable, as it 
is very minute and circumstantial, the author having lived all the time in 
the city. The other work is a biographical and genealogical narrative 
of the Taluqdars of Oudh {Tavdrikh^i^Tal'dqddran'i^Avadk, No. 121 in 
the siud quarter). The only other historical works worth mentioning are 
twolooal histories — one of Chunar {Kuchh purdnd Ml Chundr id. No. 442 
in Hindi, in the 4th quarter), and the other of Budaun {Umdat^ul'^Tavd 
riifk^f^e Tdrikh4'Budauny No. 43 in Urdu, in the 1st quarter), com- 
piled from the Persian Tdrikh-i-Budaun and other works. 

The geographical works mainly consist of school -book», of which 
ildne deserve special notice. 

(5) Language. — This heading comprises primers, grammars, exercise 
bdok% dictionaries, and glossaries in various languages, and letter- writers, 
fhei^ are eight noticeable works out of 58 publications under this head. 
No. 2 IS in Urdu, in the 3rd quarter, Biydz4-Faiz-i»Jdved, is on the 
ilcfcetg of the present system of teaching in village schools. The author 
proposes means of remedying these defects, and lays down rules for 
iuitian and for the utilisation of knowledge after it has been acquired. 
No. 196 in Sanskrit, in the 2nd quarter, Kshndra GAantiid, is a preface 
to the Mani Ratna Prabha (also contained in this bookj, which is a com- 
mentary on a part of the grammar of Patanjali. It also contains a ccwaa- 
mentary by Rajendra Yogfi on this commentary itself. No. 88 in Arabic, 
in the 1st quarter, Hdshiya-i^Mulld Jamdl Ibn^^Nasir is a commentary 
on the well-known commentary of Mulla on HajiVs, Kafiya (a work 
i>n syntax). No. 77 in Persian in the 1st quarter, Muntakhbdt^i-Abul 
Ji|?4.i# used as a text-book for the Degree of Honors in Arts in Persian ; 

bdok is a reprint of the old edition published in Calcutta. No. 432 
in Persian, in the 4th quarter, Ruk^dt-i^Ahkdr, contains letter which are 
so f rimed that in some the letter alif never occurs ; in others, the letter 
be never occurs ; and so on with the other letters of the alphabet. No. 30 
in polyglot, in the 1st quarter, Leva Kosd Arthdt Amar Kosd Bhdshd 
Fimran MM Sahit, contains a Hindi commentary on the well-known 
J.m4^^Kosd (a versified Sanskrit lexicon); in the margin the Hindi equi- 
tiilMtS of the Sanskrit words are given, and at the end a long alpha- 
betical index of the words is also given for the sake of facility of reference. 
The compilation is a very useful one. No. 415 in polyglot, in the 4th 
quarter, 8harh'i'lnfikhdb-i-Ruk*at*i-Bedil, contains a few select letters, 
witk & good translation and commentary for the use of college students, 
^lietf is only one periodical (No. 400 in the 3rd quarter) entered in 
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English. The Indian Herald Annual for 1880 is a collection of short 
stories^ old anecdotes^ya^^^i^^ scraps^ and poet's corner verses. 

(6) X<^fe^.— ^Under this head^ out of the 30 publications the following 
are noticeable : — No. 401 in Urdu, in the 8rd quarter, Majmua-u 
Kawdnrin-uDiwdni, Jild-i-awwal, contains Act X of 1877 [amended by 
Act XII of 1879 (Civil Procedure Code)], and the six other Acts with 
rulings on them. No. 173 in Arabic, in the 2nd quarter, Al Hiddy at 
Ma'al Kifdya, is on theology and law ; the Hidaya is a well-known and 
authoritative work, on which the K if ay a is a commentary. The Legal 
Remembrancer'^ N.-W. Provinces, 1880, conducted by Messrs. G. E. 
Knox, C.S., C. H. Hill, and T. W. Holdemess, C.S., is still continuing ; 
and a translation in Urdu, by Munshi Sayyid Akbar Husain, Pleader of 
the High Court, Allahabad, is also being issued. 

(7) Medicine. — The noticeable publications entered under this head 
are :— No. 176 in Urdu, in the 2nd quarter, Al Kawdnin-u^h'Skifdyya 
hi llaj'iUHammal Waddyyd, which contains the causes and symptoms of, 
and remedies for, pestilential fevers after the Oreek and English system 
of medicines. No. 392 in the 3rd quarter, Tarjuma-i'Marikzan'Ul-'Adviya, 
Jild-i-aio-wal^'doyum, a materia medica on the Greek system. It con- 
tains also the book " Tiddd-i-Adiciyd,^^ This work is one of the series of 
old elaborate standard works on the Greek system of medicine, hitherto 

. unpublished and scarcely procurable, which are being printed by Munshi 
Newal Kishore. The work extends over 612 closely printed folio pages. 
No. 459 in Hindi in the 4th quarter, Amarphal Strisukhad^ is a medical 
work on the treatment of the diseases of women and children according 
to the Hindu system of medicine. No. 453 in the same quarter, Tikd 
Upades, is a tract, chiefly in verse, giving the history and benefits of vac- 
cination. There are two monthly periodicals on the European system of 
medicine, which are still continuing. 

(8) Miscellaneous » — Under this head are entered works on engineer- 
ing, surveying, social subjects, astrology, fortune-telling, and temper- 
ance. The following works of this class are noticeable : — No. 27 in the 
1st quarter, Atkins's Railway Service-Pocket-book for 1880, is likely to 
be useful to plate-layers, engine- fitters, engine-drivers, aud rifle volun- 
teers. No. 69 in the same <juarter. Hand-book of ready references in 
. alphabetical order to the Digest of Orders and the Public Works Code 

Begulations concerning the North-Western Provinces and OudA, 1879, 
compiled by Babu Budra Sahai, contains much useful information. 
. No. 318 in the 3rd quarter, A Monograph on trade and manufactures in 
Northern India, by William Hoey, C.S., is a very interesting and 
important work, containing a full account of the trades and manufac- 
tures of Lucknow, and a sketch of the prominent features of the trade 
of Northern India, showing the interdependence of the Punjab, the 
North- Western Provinces and Oudh with the foreign territories around 
them on the north-west and south, and with Bengal on the east. 
No. 806 in Hindi, in the 3rd quarter, Bdlakon-ke Kawaid-ke-abhyds kd 
Sikshd patra, is a translation from the Home and Colonial School Manual 
on Drill, at the instance of the Inspector-General, Educational Depart- 
ment, Central Provinces. No. 268 in Sanskrit^ in the same quarter, 
Prapanchasdra Sangrah, compiled by Gfrvanendra Sarasvati, contains 
magic, diagrams, charms, prayers, mystical forms, and rites for the 
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worship of the deities and the attainment of superhuman power.- 
No. 317 in the same quarter, Fdstava Vkhitra Prdsnds Sabhangdh^ 
contains astrological and mathematical questions with their answers. 
No. 86 in Persian, in the 1st quarter, Sharh'i'Muamdt'i-Nasifdi Hama- 
ddniy is a commentary on enigmas, the original being very abstruse and 
diflScult. No. 76 in the same quarter, Sit/dk Ndmd, is a good compila- 
tion on the ancient science of Siyak (method of keeping accounts) . It 
was compiled in the reign of Aurangzeb. There are three pamphlets, 
two in English, one in Urdu, No. ^8 in the 1st quarter, Notes on 
distillery management, is likely to be useful to the class for which it is 
intended. No. 445 in the 4th quarter, " Our industrial status'^ a lecture 
by His Highness the First Prince of Travancore, with a preface ly d 
member of the ^Benares Bar, is an interesting sketch of the industrial 
condition of Travancore in 1874. No. 434 in the same quarter, Mazmuwi 
JMasihadam, contains discourses of some members of the Jalsa-i-Tahz(b 
(Improvement Association), on the subject of the restoration of the 
Bareilly College. The monthly periodical, Mazhurul'Ulum, conducted 
by R. F, Saunders, Esq., Judge of Gorakhpur, and the Kdsi Patriid, 
conducted by Babu Balesvar Prasad, B.A., still continue. 

(9) Poetry. — The following publications undet this head deserve 
to be noticed : — ^No. 429 in the 4th quarter, Aruz-i-jpuism^i-Jadid, is a 
work on prosody. No. 1 in Persian in the 1st quarter, Masnavi Belkis-o* 
Sulaimdn, contains tales in poetry about Solomon and the Queen of 
Sheba. No. 388 in the 3rd quarter, ?7r/?, is a well-known 
work comprising panegyrics, odes, makta^dt (the last line of a poem in 
which the writer introduces his nom^de-plume) , tetrastichs, and masnavis. 
No. 372, polyglot, reprinted in the same quarter, Chaman-i-Benaztr, 
consists of odes, mustazdds (a kind of verse of which every line has a 
shorter one attached to it), tetrastichs, wdsokhts (impassioned style), &c,, 
by celebrated poets. There are two monthly periodicals — Riydz-i- 
Sukkun and GulkadaA^uBiydz'^whicli contain verses recited at meetings 
of poets. 

(10) Politics. — Under this head only two are noticeable : one. No. 194 
in Sanskrit in the 2nd quarter, Nitimayukha, is a treatise on the art of Gov- 
ernment, it forms a portion of the Bhdgavad Bhdskdra Bharma-Shdstra ; 
and the other is a pamphlet. No. 87 in Urdu in the 1st quarter, Surma^i^ 
CAasham-i* Basirat, by Lala Lachhmi Narayan^ Sahdkar, Taltiqdar, and 
Honorary Magistrate of Bareilly, regarding the prosperity of India. 
In this pamphlet attention is drawn to the following eight points 
viz., — (1) knowledge, (2) union, (3) increase of commerce, (4) improve- 
ment of agriculture, (5) spread of arts, (6) the participation of the 
subject race in the government, (7) the evil consequences of early 
marriage, and (8) deprecation of extravagance. Besides this, regret 
is expressed for the abolition of colleges in Bengal, Delhi, and Bareilly, 
and of female schools, which abolitions are regarded as retarding the 
progress of the country. It is also proposed to substitute the study of 
treatises on agriculture for that of Euclid, history, and geography in 
the Government schools ; and there is a prayer for the introduction of 
schools of agriculture and arts, as in Germany, France, America, &c. 
Without these measures, it. is said, the poverty of India must continue. 
A permanent settlement is also solicited. The mode of deciding civil 
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cases 18 eaid to be ruinous to both parties. A case is mentioned wbioh 
has been pending in the Bareilly Courts for 50 years : sometimes one 
party wins and sometimes the other. It is suggested that petty civil 
cases should be decided by arbitration. 

(Vi) Philosophy, — There are only three works noticeable under this 
head. No. 4<58 in Urdu, in the 4th quarter, Sitdra^i-Hind Mdruf Urdu 
Anwar SuAaiii is translated by Nawub Umar Ali Khdn Wahshi. Nos. 
311 and 443 an Sanskrit in the Srd and 4th quarters, Bhdmaii is a 
gloss on Sankardcharya^s commentary on the Brahma Sutras by Vacha- 
spati Misra. These are continuations of No. 534, entered in page 20 
of the 4th quarter, 1878. No, 298 entered in polyglot, Kawaij-aiU 
Mantik, by the Revd. T. J. Scott, M.A., D.D», is a revised, enlarged 
and improved edition of a very meritorious manual of logic in English 
and Eoman character Urdu. The author has received a reward from the 
Government in recognition of his useful work. 

(12) Religim, — The publications under this head are 127, of which 
nine are remarkable. No. 85 in Sanskrit in the 1st quarter, Sri Tirtha 
Sudhd Nidhiy compiled by Madhan Singh, Raja of Amethi, contains 
an account of the holy places in India, with an enumeration of the 
benefits of a pilgrimage to each of them. No. 132 in the 2nd quarter, 
Sanskdra May^kha, is on the twelve purificatory ceremonies enjoined on 
the twice-born, and forms a portion of the Bhagavad Bhaskara Dharma 
Shdstra. No. 133 in the same quarter, Sdnti Mayukha, contains cere- 
monies for pacifying various deities, ill stars, &c.^ and forms a portion 
of the same book. No. 206 in the Srd quarter, Suddhi Viveka, is on 
purification and mournings an old compilation from the treatises 
Ratndkara Pdrijdla, Mitdkshard, Hdra, and Laid, &c., containing an 
investigation on purificatory rites. No. 207, Karma Fipdka, Sanhitd, 
contains diseases and evils resulting in this life from sins commiitted in 
a former life, and the expiations necessary for their removal. No. 60 
in Arabic in the 1st quarter, Musallam^uS'Suhuty is a well-known 
authoritative work on theology. No. 288, KurraUuUTJyim Sharh4* 
Surur-uUMahzdUy contains facts on the religious history of Muham- 
madans. The iSwrwr-w^-il/ij^i^a^i is a translation of Niir-nl'Vyiim, which 
was composed by Hazrat Shfih Wali-uUah of Delhi, the commentary 
was made at the instance of His Highness the Nawfib Muhammad Ali 
Khfin of Tonk. No. 308 in Bengali, in the 3rd quarter, Kdsi-khand, 
forms a chapter of the Purins by Vedavyds, and is on the religious 
benefits accruing from pilgrimage to the various holy places about 
Benares, and other religious benefits connected with that city. No. 408, 
miscellaneous, in the 4th quarter, Sihdndnga Sutra Tritiyanga, is a 
treatise of the Jain religion in Prakrit, with a commentary in Sanskrit 
and translation in Gujar£ti, all printed in Devdnagari characters. It is 
remarkable as the first treatise of the kind published in these provinces, 
there being a strong objection among Jains to publish their sacred books. 
Of the pamphlets, seven controversial ones are on the subject of the 
reformations proposed by Dayanand Sarasvati, and one on the Christian 
religion. The Arya Barpan continues as before. 

(13) Under the head of mathematics there are 10 publications, of 
which only two are worth noticing. No. 408 in English, in the 4th 
quarter. Geometry on a new plan, by Munshi Saddasukh Lai, late Trans- 
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htor of Government, North- Western Provinces, with an appendix 
doming to solve the problems of the quadrature of the circle, the trisec- 
tioo o£ an angle, and the duplication of the cube. This edition may be 
considered as a mere rough draft. There is also a monthly periodical, 
oompiled and conducted by Munshi Bakhtawar Singh, 4th English 
Master, EhaUjah&npur zila school, containing solutions of uathemetical 
qnestions. 

(14) PA^sical Science.— Under this head there is no work worth 

noticing. 

(15) Travels, — Contains only one work in Vrin, viz,, Zdd-i-safar, 
No. 457 ill the 4th quarter, being an account of a journey from Rontak 
to Iiwkuow and Bdnda.

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This falling off is apparently due to the fact that the Newal Kishore 
ftesses at Cawnpore and Lucknow sent in no books during the last 
qiiaiiier, the reason for which is not stated ; and in these two loesses alone 
there was a falUng o£E of 90 works.

8. Not many books are noticeable, and very few indeed possess any 
iHil value. You have noticed the more meritorious ones in each class at 
KQlEie length, and His Honour has nothing to add to your remarks on this 
subject. The best are said by you to be the Savdnihat-i^Saldtin-i'^Avadh^ 
by Sayyid Kamal-ud-din Haidar ; a versified Sanskrit Lexicon by Pandit 
Deva Data Tiwari; Mr. Hoey's monograph on trade and manufactures 
ill Northern India ; and the Reverend T. J. Scott's revised edition of Katod' 
fi/ul'Mantik. The year is marked by the novelty of a treatise on the Jain 
religion {Sihdndnga Sutra Tritiyanga), this being the first work of the 
kind published in these provinces.

From — Lient.-Colonel W. R. M. Holboyd, Director of Public Instruction, Punjab, 
To — The Secretary to Government, Punjab. 

I have the honour to submit, in the prescribed form, an analysis of 
the publications registered in the Punjab, under Act XXV of 1867, 
daring the year 1880, together with a brief report. 

2. The total number of publications registered during the year was 
lj037, being an increase since the preceding year of 111. The increase 
shows itself chiefly under the head of Religion. 

8. The number of books of which the copyright was secured by the 
payment of the prescribed fee was 51 against 37 in the last year. This 
seems to indicate a growing appreciation of new books, as the authors 
would not otherwise care to secure their copyright. 

4. Classified under the main heads the publications stand thus- 



Compared with similar entries in last yearns report, the increase mani- 
fests itself in pamphlets and periodicals. When these publications are 
distributed among their several heads with reference to language, about 
75 per cent, belong to the vernaculars of the province, namely, Urdu, 
Hindi, Punjabi, and Pashto ; about 12 per cent, come under the head of 
Oriental classics ; 8 per cent, are polyglot, and 5 per cent. English. This 
eeeras to be about the usual proportion. 

Of the vernacular publications, 465 are in Urdu, 196 in Hindi, 103 
in "Punjabi, 8 in Pashto, and 5 in Siudhi. Of the Oriental classical 
works, 53 are Persian, 50 Arabic, and 25 Sanskrit. 

5. Of the 1,037 publications, 523 seem to be original, 23 transla- 
^^s, and 491 reprints.

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t shall briefly notice in the order of the subjects such of the new 
publications as seem to be of any importance— 

(1) Biography. — Of the 7 works under this head, 5 are new. The 
most important of them is the Ab-i-Sayai (The Water of 
life), by Maulvi Muhammad Hussain, Professor of Arabic, 
Lahore College. It describes in an interesting style the 
lives of all the famous Urdu poets in their chronological 
order. There is another book which appears to be useful, 
the Stnon-he-Jiwan Chariira. This is a collection of the 
lives of famous women of India compiled in Hindi by Kashi-, 
nath of Agra. Janam Sakhi (The Life of Baba Nanak, 
the founder of the Sikh religion by Bhai Bdla) , a reprint in 
Hindi; and a work in English, also a repiint, entitled 
* From Sepoy to Sabadar ' (being the life and adventures of 
a non-commissioned Native Officer of the Bengal Army), by 
Colonel Norgate, deserve mention. 

^J) Drama. — Of the 13 works classed under this head, all written 
in the vernacular, 10 are reprints; and of the remaining 
3 none deserves any special notice, except perhaps a 
short drama in Hindi named Sd'ng-barwan-Nath-kd, of which 
the story is rather pathetic. Sarwan Nath was so full of 
filial love for his old blind parents as to carry them on his 
shoulders to various sacred places of pilgrimage. As he was 
on one occasion drawing water from a well to quench their 
thirst, he was shot dead with an arrow discharged by Raja 
Dasaratha, to the inexpressible giief of the parents. 
(3) Fiction.— (yt the 8 publications under this head, which are all in 
the vernacular, 2 only are new works. Of these the Gul* 
dasta4'Hikiyat, a collection of tales in Urdu taken from 
various Persian books, is noteworthy. 

The reprints include the well-known tales of the Singhdson Batiiai^ 
the Baital PacAcAisi, and the Gul-i-BaMwaHi^ j^aop's Fables, 8fc. 

(4J History.— ThevQ are 12 works on this subject, of which 6 are 
new. Of these the following are noteworthy : — 

il) The fourth volume of the valuable History of India whicljt 
Munshi Zaka-ul-la, Professor of Oriental Science and Liter- 
ature in the Muir College at Allahabad, is bringing out 
in Urdu. This volume treats of the British Administration of 
India from the time of Lord Canning down to that of LorA 
Northbrook.

(1} The Nairang uKhai/al, a series of essays taken from English 
books^ and written in Urdu by Maulvi Muhammad Hussain 
in his usual elegant style. 
(8) The Urdu ki Chauihi Kitdb, or fourth Urdu book, Indian Ver- 
nacular series. 

(3) The fFidj^a Ratndtar, an advanced Reader in Punjabi, by Lala 

fiihari Lai. 

(4) The BodA'Udai, a collection of instructive tales translated from 

Bengali into Hindis by Pandit Bhan Dutt. 

(5) The Dulhan Barpany a Punjabi translation of the well-known 

Urdu novel of Maulvi Nazfr Ahmad called the MiraUuVu* 
ms, or ' Bride's Mirror/ by Bhai Hazara Singh of Amritsar. 

(6) Zflftt;.— There are 113 publications Jregistered under this head, 

of which 107 are numbera of the following periodicals: 
the Punjab Record and Indian Law Reports in English, 
published at Lahore ; the Ganj-i-Shdigdny an Urdu journal 
published at the ^ Koh-i-Nur Press; the Ganji-na-i- 
Qawdnin^ . edited by the late Pandit Suraj Bhan, Pleader ; 
the Anwdr-usA'Siams, by Munshi Dhanpat Rai, and 
the Aina'i'Ain-i'Hind, published at Gujranwala. The 
remaining 6 publications under this head are books and 
pamphlets including a Digest of Indian Law Reports for 
1878-79, by Babu P. C. Chattarji, M.A. and B, L., Pleader, 
Chief Court, Lahore ; an Introduction to Jurisprudence in 
Urdu, by Babu S. B. Mukarji, M.A., B.L. The Muntakhab^ 
i'Qawdnh (an abridgment of Civil and Criminal Laws) by 
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Mufti Daud Shah ; and Act XXVIII of 1868 with at^ii* 
and rulings, compiled in Urdu by Baba Narayan Sfi^li^ 
pleader. 

(7) Medicine, — On this subject 78 publications altogether were 

registered during the year. Of these, 60 belong to periodi- 
cals, namely, the Bahr4»Hikmat, edited by Dr. Rahim 
Khan, Khan Bahadur; the HafizU-Sikkat, or * Guardian of 
Health,' written jointly by Hafiz Fakhr-ud-din and Ghulam 
Nabi ; the Mirat-at-Tibabatj or Mirror of Medical Science, by 
Dr. Chitan Shah, Khan Bahadur, and Dr. Sahib Ditta Mall ; 
and the TakmiUul-Rikmat^ or the compliment to medical 
knowledge, a new monthly journal of medicine, chemistry, 
hygienie, fee, by Dr. Amir Shah. Besides these periodicals, 
there are 18 books on medicine, of which 9 are new works. 
The following appear to be noteworthy : — 

(1) The Tashrih-i-Insani f Human Anatomy), by Dr. Muhammad 

Hussain Khan, of the Lahore Medical School. 

(2) The Jaza-i'Atashak (Treatment of Syphilis), by Lala Sita 

Bam, Native Doctor. 
(8) The Risdla-i-AmraZ't'CAecAak (on the treatment of Small-Pox)^ 
by Pandit Janardhan, a famous Baid at Lahore. Sardar 
Thakur Singh, Sindhanwaliya, has written a treatise in 
Persian on the symptoms and treatment of the serious 
malady known as diabetes. 

Of the reprints, 4 belong to the old Hindu system of medicine 
known by the name of Vaidak, and the same number relate to the 
method of treatment followed by Hakims in the Punjab. 

(8) Miscellaneous. — There are 122 publications of this class, of 

which 56 are numbers of periodicals, namely, the Kalidi- 
Imlikan-i' Middle School (Key to the Middle School Exami- 
nation) ; the Risalad- Delhi Sociefy ; the Roman* Urdu Jour- 
nal j the Widya Prakashak, a magazine of religious and 
sopial subjects, published by the Aryas of Amritsar, and the 
Widya Udai, published in Sanskrit by Paijdit Rikhi Kesh 
Bhattacharji. 

Of the books and pamphlets under this head, 20 only are new 
works. 

The books included in this class are chiefly works on geography, 
astrology, geomancy, and the interpretation of dreams. 

Of the publications in English the ' Journal of the United Sei*vice 
Institution of India,^ published at Simla, is the most important, and 
contains some very useful lectures. 

The ' Indian Banker's Manual,' English and Hindi, by Lala Bhag- 
wan Das, a banker of Delhi, is also noteworthy. 

Among Vernacular books, the three following Urdu works relating 
to settlement are worthy of mention : — 

(1) Yaddashl'i'Zaruri Umur-i-Bandolast (a memorandum of the 
things necessary to be done in revenue settlement), by Pandit 
Maharaj Kishna; (2) the Hidayat^i^Tasdiq-i-Bandobast (or 
' instructions for the verification of settlement) by Major 
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Wace, Settlement Commissioner, Punjab ; (3) the QawaHd^ 
i-Tartib-i'naqsha'i'Thak'hasty or rules for the preparation of 
boundary maps, by Munshi Chiranjit Lai. 
(0) FhilQ9ophy,^Oi the two works under this head, one named the 
Mantiq-i'Qiydsi, or Deductive Logic, ds a translation into 
Urdu of Fowler's Deductive Logic, by Lala Madan Gopal, 
M.A., and ' Aya Bam, B.A., prepared under the auspices of 
the Punjab University College. The other is a reprint of 
the 16th chapter of the Bajnit^ a work on ethics by Cha- 
nakya, the prime minister of Chandra Gupta, the famous 
Baja of Magadh. 

(10) Voeiry, — There are ^32 publications under this head, of which 

208 are in Urdu, Punjabi, and Hindi, and nearly all the rest 
in Persian. Of the whole number 47 only are new, the 
other 185 being reprints. These 232 poetical publications 
may be sub-divided as follows : — 

76 reciting to tlie Hindu and Sikh religions, 
60 relating to Muhamiuadanism, 
59 erotic, and 
37 miscellaneous.

notes, by Pandit Ajit Deva. 

(e) The Bulban-unaH, an Urdu poem in raise of Muhammad, by a 

Muhammadan lady named Zainab Bfbi. 

(f) Four numbera of the Ouldasta-USukkan^ containing original 

Urdu poems recited by different poets at meetings held by 
the Anjuman-uPunjaby from March to June 1880. 

(11) Religion. — Under this head, which as usual counts the largest 

number of publications, there are 811 works registered, of 
which 167 are first editions. These publications distributed 
among the principal classes stand as shown in the following

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This seems to show greater religious activity among the Muhamm^ 
dans than among the followers of any other religion. From the pab- 
lications registered during the year, it would appear that the oH 
animosity between the Sunnis and the Shias is dying out, but that two 
disturbing elements of comparatively recent orig:in are acting on the 
Muhammadan community of Upper India. These are the sect of 
Wahabis, and the free-thinking school generally known by the name of 
Nechari (or followers of natural religion), whose leader is the Hcdl^ble 
Saiyid Ahmad Khan, Bahadur, C. S. I. 

A great deal of the religious literature of the Muhammadans relates 
to Muhammad, his birth, his death, the extraordinary light that is said to 
have beamed from his countenance, his night journey to heaveB| his 
virtues and various traditions about him. 

Among the publications on the Hindu religion, works on Yedanti^ 
or Hindu pantheism seem to stand out prominently. Books relating te 
the Sikh religion are chj.efly those read by the Sikhs as prayers. 

Christian publications are mostly missionary tracts or parts of the 
Bible in the various dialects of the province. The following reH^^p^ 
publications may be mentioned as noteworthy 

(1) The Rahnuma-i'Kaundiuy the pantheistic work of Prince Daitt 

Shikoh, son of the Emperor Shah Jahan, a book held in £^eat 
respect by Hindu Vedantists, published at the Qyan JPfMr^ 
Gujranwala. 

(2) Ta/df-i-Yaqub-i-Charkhi, in Persian, a commentary ott 1^ 

Quran. 

(3) The Kahir Sugar, by Babu Lekhr£j, of Gujranwala, in Urdu, a 

book on the faith preached by the famous Hindu Saint Kabir. 

(4) Kulf't/iaUi'Alakhdhan (in several volumes), embodying thj6 ]^*» 

gious and social views of Munshi Kanhaiya Ldl, Alakb4bj|i!iy 
the great pantheist of Ludhiana. 

(5) Jog Basishty a Hindu translation of the famous Yedantic work of 

the same name, by Munshi Diwan Chand, of Gujranwala, 

(6) The Tafsir-i'Kitab'i'Amal, commentary on the Acts of the 

Apostles in Urdu, by the B/Cverend B. Clark anA 
Reverend Maulvi Imad-ud-din, of Amritsar. 

(7) The Taid'Un'Nisa, by Hafiz Muhammad Hussain, a work pdb^ 

lished in Urdu at Delhi, advocating the rights of Muhamma- 
dan women to re-marry when one husband is dead or separated 
by divorce. 

(12) Science — (Mathematical and Mechanical). — ^There are 30 publi- 
cations under this head, all in the vernacular. Of these, 12 
are original and the rest reprints, 27 belonging to MathematLoft 
and 3 to Mechanical Science. 

The former consist of works on arithmetic and mensuration with one 
only relating to geometry, namely, the Mirat-ul-Ashkal^ or solutjMWi of 
geometrical problems. 

Of the three works on mechanical science, one is a translation of 
Todhunter^s Statics in Urdu, by Lala Aya Ram, B.A., another a tranela* 
tion of Munshi Zaka-u-lla of Statics by Snowball. The third is a iN^ 
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on dynamics in Urdu, by Babu Sasi Bhushan Mukarji, M.A., Assistant 
Professor, Lahore College. 

(18) Science — (Natural). — There are 3 publications only under 
this head. One is a translation in Urdu of Professor 
Boscoe's science primer of chemistry, by the translators 
of the Government Book Dep6t; another, named the CJiar 
Unsary is a work on chemistry by Munshi Zaka-ul-la. The 
third is a reprint of an Urdu work on electro-plating, nam- 
ed the Sisala^UTam-i'TalmAui-KaArnbaiy by Anwar Ali, 
of Gujranwala.

From A. U. Fakshawb, Esq., C. S., Officiating Assistant Secretary to the Chief Com- 
fioissioner, Central Provinces, to the Secretary to the Government of India, 
Home, Bevenue and Agricultural Department, — No. 61-7, dated Nagpur, the 
8th January 1881. 

With reference to Home Department Resolution No. 
10-707—718, dated 26th AprQ 1876, 1 am directed to report 
that as no books were published in these provinces during 
the past year 1880, there is necessarily no analysis to submit 
for that period. 



From E. S. Stmbs, Esq., C.S., Officiating Junior Secretary to the Chief Commissioner, 
British Burma, to the Secretary to the Government of India, Home, Bevenue 
and Agricultural Department,— No. 3187-175 N., dated Bangoou, the 10th May 
1881. 

I am directed to submit, in the form prescribed in Home 
Department Resolution No. 10-707, dated the 26th April 1875, 
the analysis of publications registered during the year 1880, 
under Act XXV of 1867, in the province of British Burma. 

2. There were 96 original works published, as compared 
with 78 in the year previous. Of re-publications of original 
works, there were 21, a^inst 13 in 1879. Six translations 
were published, as against 8 in 1879, and 1 translation was 
re-published. 

3. The publications of the year consisted to a great 
extent of missionary works on religious subjects in the 
Burmese and Karen languages ; they include also several 
metrical romances, a form of literature which has been 
becoming popular of late years. Works of this class were 
scarcely known 10 years ago ; they are not highly thought 
of by Burmese literati, who consider that they introduce 
pernicious styles into the language ; but they are in great 
request among the young people, who have taken eagerly to 
this form of novel-reading. 

4. Perhaps the most interesting Burmese work of the 
year is the Kaweeletkana-deepanee, by Woondouk Oo Oheik, 
a minister of the second rank in Upper Burma : this book is a 
commentary on the Kaweeletkana-t^atpone, a standard work 
on spelling ; it is considered by the Burmese to display great 
erudition in matters etymological, and to exhibit an exten* 
fiive acquaintance with Burmese classical literature. 

5. Dr. Cushing's elementary Shan hand-book may be 
mentioned as a publication likely to be useful.

An analysis of the publications is attached in the prescribed 
&mu '!D&ire are 5 in English, 25 in the vernacular languages of the 
country, 7 in Indian classical languages, and 6 in diglott. Of those in 
the vernaculars, 22 are in Kannada, 1 in Telugu, and 2 in Hindustani, 
1 of the latter being printed in Telugu characters. In the Indian 
classical languages, all the 7 works are in Sanskrit. The diglotts are 1 
in Kannatja and English, 3 in Sanskrit and Kannada, and 2 in Arabic 
and Hindustani. 

3. Clarified according to subject-matter, the most numerous are 
religious works, of which there are 11 ; and then works under the heads 
o£ language and law, 8 in each. Then follow 5 dramatic works, 4 
phiiosopbieal, and 3 of fiction. The list closes with 2 poetical, 1 poUti- 

and 1 mathematical publication. The columns for biography^ 
Ifittfaifyj mjedicine, natural science, and travels are blank. 

4* Drama. — One is a Sanskrit work, entitled Bhananjaya^vijaya^ 
vydyogahy by a poet named E^nchana Kavi. It is a ndtaka, or play 
illustTutiug vydyoga, or the branch of dramatic composition treating of 
fij^btiogj and is one of the principal authorities studied for that subject. 
The hefo is Arjuna, the most popular of the five Pandus, and the story is 
incident related in the Virata Parva of the Mahabhdrata. 

wocIe Ip a small one. This edition has been printed in Kannada 
characters and published at Mysore, The 4 remaining works are in 
Kannada, composed in FaisAa gdna metre, for recitation on the Native 
fita^jc. The Chandrdvali Kathe is a story of the amours of Krishna and 
Chandi'uvali. The Draupadi Charitre and Kichakavadhe, printed together, 
the Sarangadkarana Kathe, and the Subhadrd Kalydna, are all taken 
{xom the Mahdbhdrata. 

5. McHm. — The 3 works under this head are in Kannada. 
They are the Nala charitre, or story of King Nala ; the Betdla Pancha- 
vimsali Kuthegaluy or 25 stories related by a betdla, or demon, to Vikrama- 
ditya, whi ib have been made popular in English by Captain Burton in 
hifl Vikramand the Vampire i' and the Pdrvati Koravanji Kathe, or 
^itories told by Parvati disguised as a fortune-teller. 

6, Language. — Of the 4 Sanskrit works, 3 are editions of the 
.Mamalingdn&sdsana of Amara Simha, or the dictionary generally called 
^marakon/m : the other work is the first part of a Sanskrit grammar 
named Bdlor Bodhini, compiled by Periaswami Tirumalachar of Mysore, 
and printed there in Devandgri characters. The 2 works in Kannada 
a^Fti the text in that language appointed by the Madras University for 
tl|6 itmtrl^&tion examination of 1881, consisting of selections from 
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the Mahabharata^ annotated by two different S&stris. Of the two works 
in diglottj one is the same but with notes in English by an Assistant 
Master of the Mahfirajd's College, Mysore ; the other is the most im- 
portant work registered this year. This is the Karndtaka Bhdsha 
Bhushana by Ndga Varmma, the oldest known grammar of the Kannada 
language. It is a work of the 11th century A.D., and composed in 
Sanskrit sutras, after the manner of Panini, with a vritti or gloss in 
Sanskrit. It has never before been printed. The present edition is 
quite unworthy of the work, and is a bare print, got up in a hasty and 
inferior manner. A critical edition has been in press some time 
for the Educational Department, and may be ready in 1881. 

7. Law. — Of the 4 works in English entered, 3 are parts of a Supple' 
ment to the Survey Manual^ and consist of rules, orders, &c., relating to 
the Revenue Survey, compiled by Abbas B4g ; the other work, called Be^ 
l/istration £aw8, contsins the Registration Act of 1877, and associated 
rules. Of the 4 Vernacular works, 2 are Articles of War for Native 
TroopSy one in Hindustani by Colonel R. S. Wilson, the other, the same 
in Telugu characters for Hindu sepoys. The two remaining works are 
both in Kannada : 1 the ToUce Bules, and the other a Manual of 
questions and answers on them and the Codes, for the use of the 
Mysore Police. 

8. Poetry. — Under this head there are 2 works, both in Kannada. 
The first is the Jimini Bhdrata of Lakshmisa,— one of the most admired 
poems in the language. The subject is the horse sacrifice, from the 
Mahabhdrata. The work probably belongs to the 18th century, but its 
date is disputed. The author was a native of Devanur in Banavar taluq. 
The second work is called Bhdgalu Tadiyuva Pada, the song of stopping 
the doorway — a kind of merry custom at weddings, where, after the knot 
has been tied, the guests block up the doorway by which the newly- 
married couple must pass, and refuse to let the bridegroom out unless he 
tells them the bride's name. The song' here is taken from the story of 
Krishna's marriage in the Bhdgavata Purdna. 

9. Politics, — One work has been placed here. It is in Sanskrit, with 
Kannada translation, and entitled Chdnikya Tantra Ch&mathara. The 
subject is statecraft as exemplified in the schemes of Chanikya, the 
minister who succeeded in placing Chandragupta on the throne of the 
Nandas. 

10. Philosophy. — ^This head has 4 works, in Kannada, containing 
moral maxims from the Mahabh^rata and other sources, namely, Dharma 
JSiti Viripa Ksha Nitiy and two editions of Vibhtshana Buddhi, the latter 
printed along with the Govu Kathe, or story of the cow, described in last 
year's report, 

11. jff^%i(Wi.—-The two works in Sanskrit are Aishara-Mdliia Stotra, 
or prayers of the Brahma Samfij alphabetically arranged; and Havagraha 
Stotra, or hymns in worship of the planets from old poets. Of the 3 
works in diglott, % are in Arabic and Hindustani, different volumes of 
FaiZ'ul Bdriy a translation of layasir-ul Xhdri, a commentary on Sahih 
Bakari, or the sayings of Muhammad ; the other is Vrata Chandrike in 
Sanskrit and Kannada, containing the prayers to be used at the festivals 
of different gods. The rest of the works are 5 in Kannada, namely, 
Annbhava Rasdyanan, a catechism of Advaita doctrines ; Moha-vivekara 
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Kdlaga and Pmchi Karana, both on Vedanta principles^ Dhara Padagalu 
and Haribhakii Sara, hymns in honour of Vishnu. The last work is m 
Telugu, Akakara Mdlike, praises of Siva, alphabetically arranged. 

12. Science (Mathematical), — One work in English has been enter^ 
here, called Hints for Abkari Officers. It contains rules and tables idi 
mensuration of casks, the use of hydrometers, testing of opium and ganjft^ 
&c., &c., by Mr. J. G. McDonnell, Head Supervisor of the Governmeat 
Distillery. 

13. The distinction of original from other works has been made as 
former years.

I am directed to submit, for the information of His 
Excellency the Governor General in Council, the accompany- 
ing tabular statement analysing the publications registered in 
the province during the year 1880 under the provisions of 
Act XXV of 1867. 

2. It appears from the statement that 10 works were re- 
gistered during the year, against 12 in the preceding year, 
showing a decrease of 2 books. Of the 10 books published, 
5 are educational and 5 non-educational; 9 of them are 
original works and 1 a translation. The number of copies 
of educational works fell from 14,800 in 1879 to 4,500 in 
1880 ; and the number of those of non-educational works 
issued was 3,050, against 2,250 in 1879- 

3. The works published during the year are classified 
under the following heads : — 

I. — Fiction. 
II. — Religion, 

III. — Poetry. 

IV. — Language. 

V. — Miscellaneous. 
I. — Fiction is represented by a work entitled JRukmi^ 
ni Sarcin, an account of the elopement of 
Rukmini and her subsequent marriage with 
Krishna. 

II. — Religion. — Of these, one consists of an Assamese 
version of the Srimad Bhdgabata and the 
other is an original work entitled Bhrdnti 
Qua/pan Namak Sloh^ a collection of aphorisms 
on the frailties of mankind. 

IIL — Poetry. — Under this head only one book was 
issued, named Braja Bandhu Kdbt/a, on the 
subject of Krishna and the milkmaids. 

IV. — Language. — The books published under this head 
are four, and include primers and works on 
grammar — one in Sanskrit, one in BengaK, and 
two in Assamese. 
V. — Miscellaneous. — Of these, one consists of forms 
for drawing up different descriptions of docu- 
ments, such as leases and bonds, &c. ; and the 
other contains a description of the miracles of 
Krishna in different incarnations.
